ph; “ c of h, enemies are active 
* h perhap, never before. The world power*, without 
exception,—CapiiulrM or Communist are plotting to 
dixm teg rate and onnihrlaie the Muslims as a MHfot and 
imstrute all ertorts to revise Islam os a living force, 
other through direct manoeuvring* or through their 
puppets imposed upon them us jui.iours. This has 
become a tragic feature of our history and the contem¬ 
porary Muslim world presents many an example. 
Among the new threats that arc raising their heads. 
Israel' poses an immediate danger to the Islamic 
future cl the Arab countries, even to their survival; and 
on this side of the world, India's designs are now too 
well known: its aggressiun last year was not an ; sola»ed 
feature. And Pharaoh's y»h century successor is yet 
another menace to the solidarity and cohesion of the 
Lmnwh. Apparently these threarc seem to originate in 
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different countries through different individual* and 
groups but this all is being done under a central 
direction, to achieve set goais. There is a mysterious 
hand behind the scenes manipulating political, economic, 
social, cultural and educational activities to suit its own 
interests. Its objective is to weaken the Muslims in 
every way possible, particularly alienating them from 
their Islamic ideals. Behind all political upheavals, 
socio-cultural heresies, confusion in thought and perver¬ 
sion in outlook, there is always the mysterious hand of 
international Jewry that is most active. Very sweeping ? 
But the facta are undeniable and the evidence 
irrefutable. In the face of mounting testimony provided 
by Jews themalves. any attempt to exonerate the Zionists 
and its agents from thetr crime* is most ridiculous—very 
pathetic indeed If the Muslims attempt it that 
means the poison has worked too deep. Rut this calls 
forth all the more efforts with greater real. Iqbal, 
the poet-philosopher-revolutionary, exort-d us:

The pages that follow are an attempt in this direction. 
The shrillity of notes contained therein is expected to 
arouse the Ummak from in complacency towards the 
Jewish threat; 
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Maulana Zafar Ahmad Ansari, a veteran freedom- 
fighter of Indo-Pakislaji sub-eontiaenl, is a courageous 
soul, an indomitable personality, with a clear practical 
perception of things. He was interviewed in October lost 
by the Editor of Urdu Digest, a widely read journal of 
Pakistan, and through the courtesy of its columns some 
astounding truths were learnt, by most Muslims for the first 
time. The nation owes gratitude to Maulana Ansari for 
his frank and courageous appraisal of the truth and at the 
same time the Urdu Digest too deserves congratulations 
for publishing this highly revealing account of an inter* 
national conspiracy. The ideas expressed there have 
produced a tremendous impacr upon the minds of the 
nation. Indeed it is now the topic of the day. for the 
man in the street as well as the high intellectual circles 
of the country. 

This present article is not the exact reproduction 
of the interview. Rather, it has been improved and 
enlarged and thoroughly revised in the light of further 

material f had the good fortune to have access to. I saw 
the reportage of a speech by Maulana Ansari on the 
same subject that be delivered at Fatah Youth Club, 
Karachi. I have had the opportunity of meeting those 
who hud long discussions with Maulana about this topic. 

I find myself in a better position to present in these pages 
the full import of his ideas without repeating the 
obvious gaps and laconism at many places that has 
unfortunately crept in the Urdu reproduction of this 
nearly M-hour-long interview conducted in two sittings. 

1 have taken the liberty to make the narration more 
coherent and lucid and giving up the ‘question-answer’ 
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form, have turned it into an essay. For all this I crave 
indulgence of Matt Iona Ansari. 

Moreover, in the interview only o paring reference 
was made to certain matters of great import. Without 
a full explanation and elucidation of those things, their 
true significance would have been missed by the reader. 
I have endeavoured to do the needful, by appending 
additional Notes, etc. The statements of Maulana Ansari 
have now been further documented as far as possible and 
his findings are provided with supporting evidences. 
Since Maulana Ansari is out of the country at the moment, 
it was not porible for me to show him the manuscript 
and seek his suggestions and guidance. If there is any 
error of judgment, of reference or of the logic of argument 
in the Lnglish F-dnion it would be absolutely mine. 

Above all. by a xlrolce of luck. I got the opportunity 
to go through the PROTOCOLS OT THE LEARNED 
ELDERS Ot ZION: That was indeed most opportune 
o»d cleared many a cobweb about this question in my 
mind. And the narration is now much improved and 
authenticated. 

The Protocols —it indeed opened my eyes—ray, it 
reeled my head. It was really quite shocking to go 
through this most unusual of books. Its perusal revealed 
that Maulana Ansari has in his interview just tried to 
show a fleeting glimpse of the workings of the mind 
of the scattered tribe called Jews. Ffis narration can be 
Irkencd to an iceberg whose little peak is visible on the 
sir face but the million-fold bulk remains hidden deep 
down the waters, and which with a steady slow pace is 
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always moving on its set course without producing even 
a ripple on the surface of the ocean, yet possessing the 
potential of unimaginable destruction and terror, I have 
tried to bring the iceberg up on the surface, 

Wfieu I had finished readiog PROTOCOLS , I found 
myself stunned and half-paralysed. It seemed as if the 
circulation of my blood had stopped. It was a novel 
experience. And I decided then and there to share it 
with others. Not that fear overtook me. Not that I ’ 
waa awe-stricken by the grandeur of ideas. Nothing of 
the sort. The most astounding thing was: Could there be 
a people so insidious, cunning, devoid of all moral 
sense and human values ? Could there exist a community 
which was so unlike ocher human beings, so beastly in 
,lh thinking, approach and attitude. So callous, so 
wicked, so devoid of scruples—perhaps the Lucifer him- 
*elt in human form. Indeed tliii nation is a curst on the 
surface of the earth. 

And the wonder is that the contents of the book arc 
not at all the outbursts of any eccentric in his frenzy. 
Far from that, it is not at all the work of one single 
person It is the cold-blooded accomplishment of u 
group consisting of the top-most persons in intellect and 
Status in the international Jewry. The book is comprised 
of the chought-conienr of the best brains Jews have ever 
produced They mcr in conferences several times over a 
number of years and this is Che sum total of their deli¬ 
berations. The most high among them has summed up 
in the form of these Protocols all that they had been think¬ 
ing and planning and scheming. The Protocols provide 
the philosophy, the basic creed, the sine qua non of Jewry. 
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It Should in fact be called the JEWISH MANIFESTO. 
And it is ugly beyond anybody’s guess. 

Hence T could not resist the temptation to share my 
nightmare with as many as possible. No rights are 
therefore reserved for the reproduction of this book in 
part or in full in English or any other language of the 
world. Every non-Jew, Muslims particularly, must 
peep through this book into the mind of the international 
Jewry, not fur the fun of it hut for their very survival. 

The Christian West and the atheistic Eastern Europe 
have already been bitten by the “Symbolic Snake” of 
Zionism and now it is staring-nay. already snaring, the 
Muslim Junds. The “Snake” entered Turkey and accom¬ 
plished its designs about fifty years back. But that was 
just to open the roads. The history of the last half a 
century is the history of successive successes or Zionism 
und the struggle now is entering a decisive stage. There 
is no lime now for self-deception, complacency or wish¬ 
ful thinking. The challenge is the re right on our heads.

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Introduction 

JEWRY IN HISTORICAL PERSPECTIVE 

By Muuluna Abdul Aziz 


T HU history of the “scattered tribe" of Jews has been 
a history of fraud and deceit, criminality and cunning, 
sabotage and deduction. For the last two thousand 
years they have been engaged in all sorts of crimes against 
humanity and the worst sufferers have always been those 
nations Who committed the blunder of opening their 
doors to this highly insidious cabal. If we just look 
at the history of only the recent past the truth of the 
statement would be quite manifest. I think a brief survey 

will be useful: 

They were turned out of Portugal and 

Spam. They were driven out of England in 1290. They 

were twice pushed away from Francd, once in 1306 and 
again in 1394. They were exiled from Belgium m 1370 
and from Czechoslovakia in 1380. Holland drove them 
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out in 1444, and Italy turned them out in 1540. Ger¬ 
many pushed them out in 1551. Russia exiled them in 
1510. Indeed exilement ha* been their lot since the 
beginning; and if we look at the earlier history (oo we 
will find that they have met the same fate all along. It 
is a punishment and a curse over them although they 
like to remain under the self-deception or being "God's! 
Chosen People". 

• But why so much degradation and humiliation has 
become part of their destiny? After all what is wrong 
with them? 

Without going into details, if wc look at their national 
character, their social behaviour, their basic beliefs, 
thinking and attitude, and the manner they behave in 
practical life, there remains no wonder if they are hulcd, 
cursed and Condemned. We need nut go to other sources 
to understand their mental make up because TALMUD 
itself i* explicit on the point. It declared: 

—The wealth and property of non-Jews is per¬ 
missible for the Jews, ir they get hold of any¬ 
thing belonging to others it would legitimate¬ 
ly belong to them. 

——have been chosen to exercise control and 
authority over the life and property of non- 
Jewish people. 

--Just as man i$ superior to animals, the Jews are 

superior to all mankind inhabiting the earth, 
since with the exception of Jews all others have 
animality and rascality in them. 
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-The Jews have been orduinrd by God that they 

accept interest from non-Jews and it is pro¬ 
hibited to advance loons without charging 
interest. 

Now 1 shall deal brieliy the history of their encounter 
w ith the Muslims. I he most heinous part of their 
career begins soon after Muhammad (peace be upon him) 
proclaimed his prophcihood and preached the Divine 
message. 

The Jew, had settled in Arabia Ion* before the limes 
of the Prophet. T.icy had their settlements in Madina. 
Wadi al-Quryu. RLasher, etc and had the complete 
control cl the economy in their hands Agriculture, 
commerce, industry were all in the grip of the Jews and the 
Arab masses were quite satisfied wilh the arrangements 
since they could get finished goods and olher necessities 
without labour or inconvenience. In order to please 
the Arabs the Jews were very geneiOus in awarding pre¬ 
sents. etc. und provided various facilities to lure rhem and 
keep them under their thumb. In Madina, Banu Qurayza, 
B.inu Naeii. Banu Qaynqaa were the three most pro¬ 
minent Jewish tribes. Ous and Khuzraj were the two 
Arab tribes that had migrated from Yemen and settled 
in Madina. The Jews had resisted but failed to oust 
them und they finally made Madina their home in sptte 
of all opposition of Jewish usurpers of Arab lands. How¬ 
ever. cordial relations developed by and by, and then 
sowing the seeds of discord and dissension between them 
the Jews exploited both the tribes for their own benefit. 
Although Jews exercised great influence over them in 
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natters of religion and learning (and because of their 
economic supremacy) but could not bring them under 
their political power because of the tnbal system of Arabs. 
Nevertheless Jewish influence had reached far and wide 
in many parts of Heja* and Arabs of the Idnan and 
Qahtan regarded them with awe. 

At a lime when Jews dominated Arabs, Muhammad 
(peace be upon him) was born. For about a dozen years 
his message remained confined mostly to Quraysh, and 
most of them did not submit before the Prophet. The 
Jews of Medina were awaiting for a last prophet and they 
were always talking about him before the people. As 
soon as the news about the prophethood of Muhammad 
reached Medina. Ousand Khazraj at once embraced Mam. 
Indeed they could see for*themselves the clear signs of 
prophethood about which the Jews were never tired »f 
talking. The Jews even used to threaten them of dire 
consequences when the expected Prophet would arrive 
The Jews were under the impression that the coming 
prophet would be from one amongst them.-- But their 
wishes were not fulfilled. The Prophet did arrive hut 
jtha Quran points out): 

“When there came into them that they knew 

to be true they refused to believe in" (11:89) 

• 

‘‘Those unto whom wc gave the scriptures re¬ 
cognise as they recognised their sons. But a party 
of them (the Jews) knowingly conccaleth the truth" 
(11:146) 
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"Many ol the people of the scripture (Jews) long to 
make you disbelievers after your belief, through 
envy and their own account after the truth had 
become manifest unto them" (11:109) 

When Muhammad (peace be upon him) migrated 
to Medina a peace pact was arrived at between him 
and the Jews. Ah hough the Jews seemed to be very 
happy over it bui inner condition of the heart was exposed 
by the Qur'an thus: 

•*lt is ever sa that when they make a covenant, a 
pan> of them set it aside? The truth is. most of 
them believe not" (II 100) 

Thu verse points out that the Jews have always been 
breaking thetr pledges. Indeed it had become their 
national trait. No sooner they entered into a pact with 
the Prophet they used to break it. The Qur'an says: 

'•As often as they ( lews) light a fire for war, Allah 
extinguishes it. Their effort is for corruption in 
the land, and Allah loveth not corrupters" (V:64) 

-After Hijra, when the Prophet was engaged in 

battles with the Quraysh, the Jews in Medina 
conspired with the enemy in spite of the pacts ro 
the contrary. 

——In the battle of Badr and Uhd (when Meccans 
tried to invade Medina) the Jews had all their 
sympathies wilh the Quraysh 

-At last, in 4 A.H., the Jewish leaders gathered 

a force of 12.000 people belonging to various 
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tribes of Arabs to wipe out (he Muslims of 
Medina at a time when famine and extremely 
cold weather had already sapped their energies. 
The Muslims could bring a force of 3,000 only 
in their defence. The Quran exposes the 
criminal intent of Jews thus: 

‘•Hast thou not seen those unto whom a portion 
of the scripture (Torah) has been given, how 
they believe in idols and uke deities and how 
they eiy of those (idolaters I who disbelieve; 
These arc more rightly guided than those who 
believe." Those (the Jews) arc they whom 
Allah has cursed, and he whom Allah h.iv 
cursed, thou (O 1 Muhammad) will find for them 
no softerer " (IV.5J. 52) 

The Qur’anic verse refers to an occasion when the 
Jewish Flctcrs were instigating Arab infidels to organise 
the in selves for an attack over Medina. Abu-Sutian asked 
Kiui'b b. Ashraf, the Jewish leader, as to who in his 
opinion was on (he right path, the infidels of Mecca or 
Muhammad (peace he upon himi? Xaa'b b Ashraf 
replied that “you are on the right pith and the followers 
of Muhammad were the lost people." 

- At last, in the ensuing battle the Jews of 
Medina suffered a crushing defeat. Many 
were killed and the rest were turned out of 
Medina. The Jews have not yet forgotten 
this humiliation and their writer* keep on re¬ 
freshing the event in the Jewish memory. In 
l'J48. Ben-Gurian of •'Israel" remarked that they 
would turn out. the Muslims from where they 
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had turned them our But they don't under¬ 
stand that exilement is their destiny and they 
cannot run frum it it ,* written large on their 
rate and there is no escape from it. They have 
been turned out innumerable times fium so 
man) countries, how then would they turn all 
the nations out of their countries? Will they 
name one single country which played host to 
them and they in turn did noi sabotage its best 
interests? Dcceii and fraud is in their bones. 
I he Qur'an has pronounced an eternal judgment 
of their fate as follows; 

' And humiliation and wrcichness were stamped 
Upon them and the> were visited with wrath 
Iron) Allah That was because they disbelieved 
in Allah’s revelations and slew the prophets 
wrongly. That was Tor iheir disobedience and 
transgression’* <11:61) 

And the irony of their Tale is that this insidious 
cabal hus been condemned and cursed by God 
through the Prophet David (Gaud) and Jesus 
tpeace be upon them). The Qur'an says; 

“Those of the children of Israel who went astray 
were cursed by the tongue of David, and of 
Jesus, son of Mary. That whs because they 
rebuked and used to transgress. 

"They restrained no I one another from the 
wickedness they did. Verily evil was that they 
used to do. 

Thou seesl many of them making friends with 
those who disbelieve. Surely ill for them is

thac which they themselves send on before them: 
that Allah wtll be wroth with them and in the 
doom they will abide * (V:78,79,80) 

After their utter humiliation in Madina. they, 
with renewed efforts, tried to mobilize their 
forces in Khaybcr and Wadi-al-Qura'a 
where they hud their strongholds when 
their activities reached dangerous proportions, 
at last. ID 7 A.H.. in order to crush their military 
might once for all. Kliayber was attacked b> 
14 hundred Muslim soldiers while lUc Jews 
were ten thousand in number. The moment 
the Prophet entered the inhabitations of 
Khayber, he declared. “Khayber is destroyed". 
Khayber did fall to the feet of Muslims. Jew* 
pleaded for mercy and they were spared for 
half the agricultural piodute us their penalty. 
The objective was to do away with their war 
machinery and it was never intended to elimi¬ 
nate them as a people but they have been such 
a thankless people ibat their meehinations 
against the Muslims were never stopped. At 
last they were pushed away towards Syria 
during the KJiilofat of Umar. 

They remained busy with one mischief or 
the other, but up to the end of the Khilafat of 
Umar, they could not raise their heads. But 
during the pertod of the third Caliph O’hman 
their mischief-mongering began to bear poiso¬ 
nous fruits. Abdullah b. Saba and his gang 
got the opportunity to incite the suppressed 
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racial feelings between Bnnu Hashim and Uanu 
U may yah. They in seemingly innocent manner 
raised the question of succession after Muham¬ 
mad (peace he upon him). This resulted in 
the martyrdom of Othman. Ali was con¬ 
fronted in the battle of Jamal und SalTcn with a 
painful situation where Muslims were arrayed 
against the Muslims. And in spite of much 
bloodshed the Right-Guided Caliphate came to 
an end with the martyrdom of Ali. The Jewish 
revenge had not yet subsided In fact, the institu¬ 
tion of the Right-Guided Caliphate is of funda- 
mentul and basic importance in Islam which 
is meant to keep the ideology of Islam intact, 
powerful and dynamic, hi this context the 
success of Abdullah b. Saba can rightly be 
assessed from the fact that not only the Cali¬ 
phate ended hut through Yard's regime the 
reins of power totally came in the hands of those 
whose rule may be anything but Islamic. It 
was a regime where people like imam Hasan 
Bash felt suffocation and saw no alternative but 
to retire in seclusion while dancing damsels, 
singers and musicians were being patronised 
and showered with rewards and honours. 

The Jewish conspirators were longing just 
for such an atmosphere. Some of their educated 
and trained personnel joined the ranks of 
Muslims and they tried to introduce innovations 
and heretical ideas in the beliefs and thought of 
Muslims in -a most cunning sod subtle 
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manner. Their conspiracy has indeed been 
so successful that even to-day we are sometimes 
drawn into discussion over the issues raised by 
them in those days. Many Muslim irtcellec- 
tuals and scholars were forced to spend (heir 
lime and energy in mitigating the evil that had 
crept in the form of false ideas and precepts. 
And it took great labour to weed out the 
poisonous thorns introduced by the Jewry. 

Unfortunately Mamie history offers many instances 
where Jews played havoc. In almost all the pitfalls 
in the long course of our historical past Jews have been 
active and whenever uny misfortune fell on them thc 
Jcwh have been responsible directly or indirectly, evenly 
or covertly. The Jews have always helped other nation¬ 
alities and religions in their fight against Muslims. They 
have always collaborated with any other power, even with 
idol worshippers, to inflict injury on the Muslims and 
their cause. The Qur'an speaks of one of their basic 
postulates thus: 

• That is because they (Jews* say: we have 
no duty to the Gentiles (ooo-Jews). They speak 
a lie concerning such knowledge ”. <I1I:75>. 

It means there is no need of any boiheraiion about 
an act being good or bad as far as "soyim ’ are concerned. 
Everything is permissible if it can harm the non-Jews. 

For them there is ru. need to distinguish between right 
or wrong, between good and evil, virtue or vice. And 
this is the lowest depth to which a human being can fall. 
When that happens there remains no difference between 
a man and an at.-mal. 
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Whenever Muslim* have suffered any defeat at the 
hands of iheir enemies. Jewish conspiracy has been at 
the back of il. A glance over our history draws one to 
this inescapable conclusion. The end of the Right- 
Guided Caliphate, downfall of Umayyads and Abbas- 
ides. end of Turanians in India, and last of all. the down¬ 
fall of Oihman Caliphate, -in all these crucial stages of 
the history of Muslims. Jews have been active and. 
directly or indirectly, responsible for the chaos, confusion 
and destruction. In ihe limited space at my disposal it 
is not possible to go into any details. However, it is a 
subject which require*.'bought and extensive research to 
make the present generation realize the extent or the 
ihreai they are faced to. 

After their success in lurkey. their ambitions knew 
no bounds. Their onslaught on lurke) is no more a 
secret. They themselves proclaim it as the pride of their 
achievement. The revolution there was planned and 
executed by the international Jewry. Suluimun Mansoor. 
u Jew. writes in one of hi> secret despatches: 

**We had offered a few million gold coins to Sultan 
Abdul Hamid as bribery lor obtaining u piece or 
land in Turkey. But he refused, and turned out 
our men with disgrace. But you rest assured we 
would in due course raise to the ground this 
haughty Government and would so molest the 
Turks that their plight would be more miserable 
than that of the Red Indians of America." 

And then il is now common knowledge how the 
Committee of Union and Progress was formed and 
guided by the Jewish leadership, themselves keeping in 
the background, and how the Donmehs (a Jewish sect 
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founded in ihc seventeenIh century) contributed their 
share in the attainment of the nefarious designs of Jewish 
conspiracy. Ultimately Ottoman Caliphate was a mi- 
hilatctf. 

And now they have their eyes on Pakistan, which is 
a fortress of Islam, a bulwark against all forces hostile 
to Islam. Apart from the fact that Pakistan can never 
compromise on the issue of the creation of a Jewish start; 
ra the hean thc Muslim world, the Jewry also realizes 
•hat their designs for -Greater Israel** envisaging the 
inclusion of Madina, could never be accomplished so 
long Pakistan remains on the map. Also they are con¬ 
scious that any relaxation in the attitude of Pakistan 
toward}. the unity of the Muslim world was unthinkable. 
Hence toad's efforts to strengthen ties with New Delhi. 
Who knows what part international Jewry played in 
Indian aggression over Pakistan's soil in September 
1905 with open support from Capitalist America and 
Communist Russia. After the war “Israel'' is pouring 
material and technical assistance in India to build her 
war machine. 

Jewry poses a real threat and the Muslims should 
not be caught unawares. I have been thinking over the 
question since long and have been discussing it in ray 
discourses whenever an opportunity presented. When 
1 read the views of Maulana Zafar Ahmad Ansari 1 felt 
them to be ihc echo of my heart Maulana Ansari has 
administered a timely warning. It provides food for 
thought for every Muslim. May God bestow upon us 
strength and wisdom to meet the challenge. 

(Rendered into English by (he Editor) 
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T HE problems that confront the Muslim world 
to-day deserve serious thought. Any correct appraisal 
of the issues involved, however, is not possible unless we 
look at the background of events first, and try to under¬ 
stand the politico-historical perspective and the inter¬ 
national forces at play bchiud the scenes. 

We know that towards the end of the first quarter of 
the present century Muslim decline had reached its 
lowest ebb, and they bad lost all their glory as an inter¬ 
national power. With the exception of a few pieces of 
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land where they yet retained freedom and sovereignty, 
their power and strength had declined and they were 
reduced to the position of serfdom and slavery, to he 
exploited by the imperialist powers as an easy target of 
untold misery and suffering. Then follow'd a period in 
their history which could rightly be called an era of stru¬ 
ggle for political freedom in which most of the Muslim 
lands obtained independence This phase of our history 
began forty years back and continues right nil the present 
lime. Now apart from thr territory which is still occu¬ 
pied by the Communist countries, comparatively few 
areas remain under foreign domination—and these areas 
arc held by the old as well as the neo imperialists, such as 
France. Britain and India. 

Two most significant features of the Iasi 25 years of 
our history have been. First. quite a successful attempt 
mude by the Muslim countries in their struggle for 
political freedom. Second march with a rapid pace 
lowards intellectual and cultural slavery of the West. 
Parallel existence of the forces of virtue and evil is a dis¬ 
tinctive phenomenon of our history of this period. And 
indeed it requires a thorough probe and a deep study as 
to the factors responsible for so remarkable a success in 
so Short a time in the struggle for political freedom and. 
side by side, a headlong plunge in the socio-cultural value- 
pattern of the West and the slavish imitation of it by the 
Muslim peoples everywhere. The matter is or vnal 
import and hence calls for a prompt attention as, before 
anything else, moral decay and cultural deterioration ha 1 ; 
somehow to be checked if we wish tn survive as a self- 
respecting people. The existing trends are quite anta- 
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gunislic lo everything that Islam stands lor. And this 
situation is fast corroding the collective ego, and if no 
clue attention is paid to this vital question, the political 
freedom itself is at stake. Without cultural determi¬ 
nation. political liberty cannot long survive. 

Now I want to invite attention lo ycl another aspect 
of the problem. We know that the world has shr inked, 
so to xpeak. in the modern times, and the problems and 
issues faced by a country or society cannot be fully under¬ 
stood if we keep Our eyes confined to only that nation or 
region. I* « of umosi importuncc that in order to 
understand the problems facing the Muslim world we 
lirst try to understand the socio-polilico-economic forces 
at work in the international field, and be aware of the 
plans and endeavours, the strategy and the tactics, of ot 
least those who wield real power and their notable 
hirelings. The Muslims have paid heavily for their 
complacency in this respect and greater misfortunes lie 
in store if they will not yet open their eyes. 

International Jewry—A Menace 

I have thought long and deep in lhi\ mailer and my 
studies and probe reveal lhat the most organised, the most 
dangerous and the most potent force in the world politics 
today are the Jews. Their roots are spread far beyond 
the expectations of anyone. It is generally believed that 
the world is divided between the two hostile camps: the 
Communist bloc headed by Soviet Russia, and the 
Capitalist nr the so-called democratic countries whose 
reigns are supposed to be held by the people of the 
United States of America. But the fact is that the 
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Russian and American governments are just pawns in the 
hands of a most cunning and insidious hidden power, 
that is, the Jewish nation.

America wants to oust Britain from the Middle 
East politics and enlarge her own sphere of influence in 
this region. As regards the threat of Russia it was 
nothing but an exercise in diplomacy. 

As regards the plea that the Egyptian dictator i* 
always publicly denouncing America and hence how he 
could be regarded as playing in the hands of Jews, is 
nothing but a crude attempt on his part in trying lo 
befool his own people. These outbursts of Nasser arc 
•meant for home consumption uni). Such lactic* are 
necessitated (opacify the Arab masses. It i* deception, 
pure and simple, in order to keep himself saddled in power. 
If someone believes it to be Otherwise let Inm ponder over 
a very simple question. If America and Egy pt are en¬ 
emies of each other why America in keen to so lavishly 
provide with all the aid to Nasser. Among all the 
countries of Che world, Egypt is gening perhaps the great¬ 
est amount of aid per calpta in food How is it SO.’ 
Certainly America cannot be stupid enough to waste its 
resources on a country which is hostile or not prepared 
to nerve its designs and purposes. Vkhy al all this huge 
amount is being paid by America? 

The truth of the >• toiler is that through Am trie a the 
Zionists have been quire successful in getting from Sasser 
all they wished for in connection Kith the consolidation and 
Strengthening of the position vf ' Israel". 
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The first measure for the consolidation, security, 
and further expansion of‘•Israel” was taken in the lorm 
of the suppression of the most popular movement of 
the Middle East, The Muslim Brotherhood (Ikhwan al- 
Mvslimaan), in whose presence it was not at alt possible 
for any government in Egypt to exhibit the least possible 
complacency or weakness vis-a-vis " Israel". It was 
indeed unthinkable for any ruler to show the least favour 
or accord any recognition to it directly or indirectly.

as far back as October 15. 1953. that none of the Arabs 
wanted to eliminate "Israel". The only thing Arabs 
wanted was the right to live for the ousted Palestinians 
and their properties to be returned as assured by the U N. 
Resolution seven years before. 

Is it not recognition of "Israel* 4 ? If not, what else 
recognition means 7* 

And then again, last year, Nasser gave a public 
statement to the same effect.*’ 

Arabism: Antithesis of Islaralsm 

Indeed, the slogan of Arab nationalism has dug at 
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the root or ihe unity and the security of the entire Islamic 
world. There are simpletons, for mischief-mongers!) who 
are persuading themselves to believe that if the Arabs 
get united, it would strengthen Islam and consolidate the 
power of the Muslims. But this is a deception and a 
more dangerous one nt that, 'ihe much trumpeted cal) 
for Arab unify and the thinking that is at the back of jr is 
in fact a most heinous conspiracy against Islam. Jj is a 
viee total and complete, and just a little thought would 
clear the cobweb. Its first casualty would be the Islamic 
basis of the Muslim society Its most manifest harm would 
be that out of 700 million Muslims of the world, 
about 70 million Arabs shall be permanently alienated. 
It doesn't require much imagination to understand that 
when the basis of the socio-political structure would be 
just Arab nationalism, and Islam shall not be permitted 
to have any say in it. what interest the non-Arab Muslin, 
could have in it. indeed, the gulf would become wider 
and wider, spcriatl) when Hie rest of ihe Unmuth would 
like to base its identity on Islam as it naturally should, 
otherwise there iv no sense in any son of affiliation with 
their religion. 

Arab .Nationalism; Grave of Islamic Unify 

The slogan of Arab nationalism was raised by the 
Christians and the Jews and the vested interests so that 
somehow the Muslims get cut off from their moorings. 
In point of fact, the enemies of Islam do not like the unity 
of even the Arab world, much less the unity of the entire 
Muslim world. The call for Arab unity is just a slogan 
and a stepping stone towards the ultimate disintegration

This all is done with such flawless 
technique that the Muslim musses as well as the intelli¬ 
gentsia. fall prey to their venomous propaganda And 
so long such a situation continues the dream of 
Islamic unity would remain unrealised. 


Mutlims of t he World , Wake up/ 

Whut then is the remedy? The mutter de verves 
serious thought at all levels of Muslim intelligentsia. 
Our best brain* should pool down their etl'octs to get out. 
of the vicious circle and strive for concrete results within 
the shortest possible tin* | will suggest here ceiluia 
measure which I believe would be of *ime use in tackling 
the gigantic problems facing the Muslim world today. 

In my opinion there is urgent need of creating »nme 
sort of machinery for obtaining authentic information, 
and conducting study and research anil analysis of 
events and trends. For this purpose societies and organ¬ 
izations should bi sec up in all the Muslim countries, 
consisting of intelligent and capable persons who should 
conduut research . of cl* socio-polilieo-culiurut and 
economic forces at work. Their duty should be r>> 
remain informed and vigilant of all the umi-Ulamie 
forces, their plans, programmes and tactic*. These 
societies should keep abreast of all that i> published 
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Jews or non-Jews, and find on! the hidden intentions 
and objectives of rhe Zionists. These orpanirations 
should possess complete information of all their publica¬ 
tions. periodicals, journals and papers in various lan- 
j!»ape‘, and lake prompt notice of all that is of any im¬ 
portance u> the Muslim world" These independent 
private organizations should keep an rye over Chiisliuo 
missions and their varied activities and study the tactics 
and the ways and means employed by them, and remain 
aware of their specific goals and objectives everywhere. 
These organizations should be vigilant about .ill internal 
and cvternal forces that arc working against rhe interests 
of Islam. I hey should keep abreast of ihe methods 
used in the f'Jise of planning to eliminate Muslims in 
Russia and America and elsewhere. 

Information Exchange 

In addition to their analytical data these organiza¬ 
tions should also make a thorough survey of the problems 
faced by Muslim couniries. The data collected thus 
would bo of immense value, li should be so scientifically 
done that the data collected may serve us a basis for the 
formulation of national plans and schemes. Through 
these surveys every Muslim country could be kepi well

way for the unity among them. At the moment we 
just have hazy ideas about other Muslim lands and we 
arc seeking solution of our problems on the basis of these 
hazy estimates That is why most often than not we 
arc groping in the dark without having a firm grip over 
our problems and finding out a lusting solution for them. 
This situation must end forthwith. The crying need of 
the hour is lo work in hundreds of fields for which we 
require pervrtns of various aptitudes und learning. 
Much work is required 10 be done in various fields and 
hence the necessity for various organizations for set 
goals and objectives. Indeed we r‘quire scores of 
organizations and groups wtth dedicated spirit. 

Awij from Caltural Suicide 

The second must important task is to chalk out ways 
and methods to put a slop to the senate cultural "ex¬ 
plosion" in which wc lend ourselves engulfed at the 
moment and which is fast eating into the vitals of our 
existence as an ideological community. Wc have to 
take effective steps to arrest its influence and deliver the 
Muslim peoples everywhere from its obnoxious conse¬ 
quences.

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valcox in the Muslim countries is responsible for a mis¬ 
conception in this regard. It seems to be unconsciously 
ingrained in many minds that for attaining progress in 
science we must necessarily recreate the eulmral atmos¬ 
phere of the Western countries If. for instance, phar¬ 
maceutical techniques of a country are of a very high order 
but drinking, dancing, near-nude female apparel and 
mixed society, etc., arc part of their cultural environment 
why at all should it be necessary for us to import these 
vices too along with the technique of producing medi¬ 
cines? Why should it be an essential part of our culture 
to wear the suit of a particular colour (and also why not 
any ocher dress?) while taking our food? And same is 
true for other similar manifestations of Luropeun culture 
and civilization. The honourable and self-ropectitig 
course lor the Muslim peoples will be to take all the 
advantage of the scientific achievements, research and 
progress anywhere in the world, and also try to excel the 
Western countries in the held of learning and technology. 
We must strictly keep away the cultural environment ot 
ihe West. We must strive hard to save ourselves from 
the onslaught of Western culture at all cost. In this 
connection Muslim religious thinkers, sociologists and 
scholars in various branches of learning should take it 
upon themselves to clarify and demonstrate the futility 
rather the pernicious consequences of imitating the 
Went. 

Excel West in -Science and Technology 

After deep thought emended over long years I have 
arrived at the conclusion that the Islamic countries shall 
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a 01 be able to shed away the inferiority complex and the 
cultural slavery unless and until they would, with their 
joint effort, make a tremendous endeavour to excel the 
Western nations in science and technology und other 
branches of learning and thought. They must demons¬ 
trate that science and technology is nobody's monopoly 
and they can leave others far behind in the fields which 
are supposed to be the special domain of the West. 

I would suggest that the Muslim countries should 
make a joint effort in preparing a Master Plan for deve¬ 
lopment, and in keeping with the particular CircnuiStdDCes, 
facilities and resources of various regions and countries 
could set up universities and institutions of a very high 
standard to impart education in an*, science* and 
technology with all possible facilities for research and 
development. For example, if Pakistan is advanced in 
agriculture, here a most modern and superbly equipped 
Agricultural University should be established and the 
students from all over the Muslim world should be 
provided with facilities for specialization in this particular 
branch of knowledge. They should be given nil the 
impetus and conveniences to come to Pakistan and 
become experts. Similarly here or elsewhere in the 
Muslim world various universities in all the sciences, 
engineering and technical fields should be established and 
arrangements should be made for the entire Muslim world 
to send its students there. In the same way we could 
also give instruction of a very high order in law, medicine, 
social sciences, etc., etc. The standard of education and 
instruction in all the subjects should in no case be less 
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than that of any other university of the world. These 
universities and institutions will serve innumerable useful 
purposes. The most important function served by them 
would be that they would put an end to the imitation of 
West and develop self-confidence and self-dependence 
and the Muslim youths instead of seeking admission in 
Europe and America will go to Muslim countries and 
thus would save themselves from the obnoxious germs 
of Western culture which must creep in their thinking and 
Jiving in the Western countries and which may not pari 
from them for the ret of their lives. I had proposed this 
scheme in ihc lux session of Rabita ol-Atam 
*t Mecca which liu* been officially adopted. Let us 
trust and hope that the Muslim countries would realize 
the importance and need Co implement this scheme. 

Before such universities are established or along with 

their arrangements. research institutions are required 
wherein the experts in various branches of Islamic learn¬ 
ing should lake up a criric.il acid iborough study of the 
disciplines developed in the West so that they can speak 
With undisputed authority on that subject. For example, 
those well versed in Fiqh (law, should take up a special 
«udy of law, make u thorough study of the laws and 
juristic thought or the entire world. They should learn 
the languages that are rich in the literature on law The 
incessant endeavour and hard work must necessarily 
result m scholarship that would he superb. Similar 
method has to be followed in other branches oflearnmg 
■Iso. Muslim scholarship must rise above than that of 
»ny other gr oup or society 
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Arabic Language 

Universal adoption of Arabic language and Arabic 
script throughout the Muslim world is of basic import a uce. 
Amone other things its significance for the unity and 
solidarity of the Muslim world cannot be overemphasised 
Hence an uff-oui effort for it is indispensable. The 
enemies of Mam have known this and hence at different 
periods of our history aotMsIamic forces have always 
»n,M to dynamite it. And because of the machinations 
and subtle tactics, some Muslim countries have given up 
Arabic script an 1 adopted Lat.n script instead, with (he 
consequences .hut within a short period of time they have 
been completely alienated from the vast literature on 
[slum. They are deprived of the accumulated treasure 

of hundreds of years and without which they are abso- 

lutely cut off from their past. 


Muslim World, Units ! 

Now I would like to <ay a few words about the unity 
of the Islamic world, f believe there are bright chances 
for the success of this movement. But it has to be steered 
forth with great determination, foresight, courage, sin¬ 
cerity and integrity. wisdom and concerted effort, ac¬ 
cording to a wdl thought-out plan and programme. We 
must ever remain vigilant of the forces working against 
us. In the L NO. the Muslims are one-third of the 
member nations. Those who really control this Orgjn- 
“ al,on C(,u]d ncver fc™ok the existence of a solid bloc 
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of i, 3 rdits membership. Ii j* therefore very obvious 
llmt these powers should place all the hindrances imauin- 
able in rhe way oflslarmc unity, secretly and even quite 
openly, secretly they shall, anyhow. And then. The 
opposing forces are in possession of tremendous power 
and influence, -to the extent that they have planted their 
afents and accomplices among the Muslims themselves, 
who ion wield sufficient power and sirengih. 

The best practical course in the circumstances would 
be not to waste time unnecessarily in the \»in hope that 
every Muslim country will jinn all «| once, but to take ihc 
initiative even if five or six countries agree to join in the 
beginning and ihen go ahead with zeal and determination 
expecting that wisdom would dawn upon the remaining 
countries soon and lives would themselves realize the 
inevitability of a united Muslim world for ihc very » a fclv, 
security and even survival. 

Hlam: the Basis Of I'nitv 

It is a happy sign to note that the Muslim youths 
everywhere, specially in Arab countries, are becoming 
quite conscious of the fact ihai unless the Muslims unite 
and organise themselves into a solid bloc, ihey as indivi¬ 
dual nations shall never be able to get their voice heard 
and their viewpoint accepted in the context of world 
politics. They have begun to feci thut unless they unite 
they will not be able to retain even their independence. 
To-day even the powerful nations are feeling the neces¬ 
sity of alliances, pacts and agreements.

If there is any 
element who cannot fall in line, there could he no doubt 
about alien inllucncct working behind ibe scenes. Jt 
amounts 10 treachery in the Islamic cause. 

The opposing powers have with them the most 
powerful propaganda machinery imaginable. They 
possess the knack of giving a particular twist to every¬ 
thing in the world according to their own viewpoint and 
presenting it as if it wtie a truthful, honest and matter 
of fuel appraisal uf events and happenings They are 
indeed the master craftsmen and distort truth beyond 
recognition, eh idly when there is something concerning 
Islam anti the Muslim world. The greatest need of the 
hour is that the intelligentsia of the Muslim countries 
should try to reach at the root of the mailer and under¬ 
stand the real sigmlkartCC of things, and do not allow to 
be carried away by the deceptive slogans. Tor example, 
a country winch i> subsisting on the Crumbs left over by 
America anil w hose economy is being sustained through 
American dollars has the audacity to call names to the 
programme for Islamic unity and attempt to create coo- 
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fusion among tbt Muslim ;anls, and even s.oop down 
SO low as (o call it a imperialists' plot. However, the 
very same government is bent „pon reviving the five 
thousand-year old Pharaohie civilization which is long 
dead and buried, while pooh-poohing'*, livin' culture 
Which provided, only 1300 years hack, a beacon to the 
humanity groping in darkness and which h yet THE 
Hource of real wisdom and guidance fight and awakening! 
Bin. either the Egyptian Colonel is Wind, or the entire 

Muslim world!

As regards the Pakistan's attitude towards the ijucs- 
lion nf Islamic unity, there could noi he two opinions 
Jtboui it. We warn the unity, not merely a> an e>.pr- 
dieney but as a natural culmination of tlic genres <•]' 
Pakistan itself. This country was established for the 
express purpose of ordering our lues in accord with rhe 
dictates of the Qur an and the Sunnah, f.c.. adoption of 
Islam as a way of life in every walk of our lives. Quite 
naturally, from the time Pakistan came into being till 
this day, in spile of many vicissitudes and upheavals in 
the country's political life, all the constitutional docu¬ 
ments, including the present constitution itself, have 
always reiterated that the Stale of Pakistan stands for the 
unity of the Muslim countries. In fact, ihis is the cher¬ 
ished ideal of the people of Pakistan and this has been the 
objective of the governments too. Indeed, it is the echo 
of everybody's heart. 

As one naturally should expect there might be a few 
persona who are not able to reconcile their mind* with 
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ihe idea of the unity of Mu slim wo rid. But their m olives 
are well known. These people have soft comer for 
Gcraal Abdel Nasser in spite of the neo Pharaoh's most 
intimate associations with India, the bitterest enemy of 
Pakistan. Nasser is unequivocal in his attitude to Pakis¬ 
tan to the extent that he has even publicly declared that 
if India and Pakistan will not resolve Ihcir differences 
and any clash of arms occurred, his sympathies will lie 
on the side of India. But in spite of Nasser's blatant 
attacks on Islamic forces and the ideal of Muslim soli¬ 
darity, there are some quislings among Muslims who 
admire him -their motives are well known and the people 
recognize them. There is a general awakening among 
the Muslims here and everywhere and we know the black 
sheep. 

And then there are Communists and fellow-travellers 
who, for obvious reasons, cannot like the unity of Muslim 
world. U is death for their mischievous designs. And 
they are. as we know, implanted on the surface of the 
planet by Jewry. 

The time has come when Pakistan's policy on the 
question of Muslim unity should be more firm and 
enthusiastic, and practical steps in this direction should 
not be unnecessarily delayed. The Muslim world has 
high hopes in Pakistan and we should not waver in our 
judgement as to who is our friend and who is our foe.

Bcn-Gurion asserted that the "establishment of a 
new State was never rhe fulfilment of Zionism and (hat 
the movement was more necessary now than ever." 
He also pointed out that, whereas the sovereignty of the 
State was limited to citizens within its borders, the 
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Zionist movement embraced all jews throughout thE 
world. (.Veil York Times. May 30. 19511. 

Israeli Foreign Minister Sharctt declared before the 
Ar.nua! Convention of che Labour Zionist of America 
in July, 1952. that "Israel" must have a population of 
not less than four million {FORWARD* July 5, 1952). 
Jl was indeed u confirmation of what his chief'announced 
before the "World Zionist Organisation”; "This Stale 
is the only one which is not an end in itself, but serves 
as a means in the fulfilment of Zionism, the ingathering 
of the coles It is not a State for its citizens alone, but 
for Ihe whole Jewish people.” 

Speaking to American Zionists on "The Slate of (he 
Future of Zionism”, in 1950. Ben-Gurion thus defined 
their duties: "The basis of Zionism i* neither friendship 
nor sympathy but the love of "lumd”, of the State of 
"Israel” ... It must be ail unconditional love. . There 
must be complete solidarity nit It the State anti the people 
of "Israel" (Speech delivered before the Action Com¬ 
mittee. World Zionist Organisation. Jerusalem, on April 
25. 19501. 

A* would be readily seen, the main objective before 
Zionism today is to attract as many people to "Israel” 
as possible. While capital is no consideration io the 
Jews, they plan to conquer and subjugate Muslim lands, 
and they make nosecret of their designs. In their ‘’Greater 
Israel" plan, they include “whole of Syria, Lebanon, 
Jordan, almost all Iraq, southern region of Turkey. 
Sinai and whole of the Nile della region from Lgypl. and 
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the northern regions of Hejaz and Najd, including the 
dry of MEDINA”—(as revealed by Abul Ala Maududi 
in his famous commentary of the Qur’an, Tafltlm al- 
Qurap, Lahore, 1966, Vol. IV, page 166.) 

Some of the speeches and writing* of the Zionist 
leaders ure explicit about their future plans, i.e. the true 
fulfilment of Zionism. 

Dr. A rye Alkmun, leader of the Herul (Labour) 
Party, declared m Parliament on July 29. 1951: ”The 
rallying of scattered Jews means the concentration of five 
million Jews in "Israel” over a period of ten years. This 
cannot be accomplished within the economic potential¬ 
ities of Israel. Thus the rallying operations cull for a 
foreign policy aimed at the liberation of the entire land 
of Israel.” 

Dr. Allman said on March 13, 1952: "The Greater 
Israel which extends from Irun up to Suez is the only power¬ 
ful State which can ensure peace and stability in the 
Middle East internally and externally. It is our duty to 
Convey to the world frankly and openly that Israel's 
aim in marshalling the Jew* of all the world in Palestine 
in a concerted manner is to create new boundaries fur her, 
extending from Iraq to Suez. Then and only then Israel 
will become the bastion of democracy in the Middle East 
and will be in a position to prevent any disaster.” 

And for the Jewish concept of democracy, reference 
may be made tu the modern Messiah of Jews. Theodor 
Heril, who states in his The Jewish State fop, cit.. p 69) :

The London JEW ISH CHRONICLE declared on 
April 4, 1919: 

“There is much in the fact of Bolshevism itself, 
in the fact that so many Jews are Bolshevists, 
in the fact (hat the ideals of Bolshevism at man> 
points arc consonant with the finest ideals of 
Judaism."

All these posts held by Jews 
lire of utmost importance and influence, and in addition 
to them there are scores of Jews in positions of com¬ 
parative!) lesser importance. Just imagine if all of them 
work in unison according to a well thought-out plan, 
under u central direction, how they could manoeuvre and 
manipulate things in their favour. And that is just what 
they have been doing. 


It might indeed be a revelation for most people 
that the Jewish secret organisations arc working in 
almost all the countries of the world, fn many countries 
they don t feel the necessity of establishing a separate 
organizational structure but by infiltrating their men in 
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tht already existing national agencies of the country 
concerned they are able to manipulate things as they 
wish. For example the notorious CIA too is under the 
thumb of Jews, receiving directions and basic plans, 
especially for the Muslim countries, from “Israel", 
The recent CiA—Student Bodies scandal in USA—must 
serve as an eye-opener for the American non-Jewish 
population. How dominant they are—running a 
parallel government. 


Freemason Movement is an international Jewish 
organization. Jt has local societies in every country 
called “Lodges”. Its membership has been divided into 
various categories called “Degrees '. For entry into each 
Degree there are particular rules and regulations and 
specific requirements, and a person beloncinp to a par¬ 
ticular Degree can fraternize with the member of the same 
Degreeonly, and this categorization is so strictly observed 
that a man belonging to one Degree can never learn the 
objects, purposes and secret designs of other Degree 
members. The objectives of the higher categories are 
kept a tightly guarded secret from rank and file of Free¬ 
masons even though one may have passed a lifetime in 
this organization. 

The organizational technique and method of work 
is so secret that encyclopaedia Britonnira, which other¬ 
wise is so informative on most mailers, had to admit: 
“Evidence is too scanty to enable the nature of the Lodges 
to be determined." The Lodge proceedings and the 
relevant affairs are kept extremely “secret” and non- 
members cannot Jearn a word about them. The members 
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comm uni cate with each other with secret codes and they 
recognize other members through a system of secret signs 
and passwords. Even, they have a peculiar way of 
knocking al the doors of tbeir brethren and they re¬ 
cognise at once even in strange lands. A Lodger, while 
visiting a foreign country, needs no formal introduction 
with his counterparts elsewhere. He just requires the 
address and then the peculiar knocking at the door 
brings the man jumping at his feet to the door to greet 
him. In social frhering* and meetings and functions 
in various countries they recognise and greet each cither 
wi(limit any difficulty «>r speaking u word, simply through 
secret sign wonts, gestures and movements of their 
bunds and bodies. For example, their most common 
•ign is h triangle which the) call FYL. If a f reemason 
in si range surroundings wants to know how many other 
brothers arc there in a social fuifClion. etc., or if he wants 
to make his own identity known to other Freemasons 
present in a mob. the only thing that he needs to do is to 
put his lingers between the buttons of his coat or waist¬ 
coat and lo make a triangle with his fingers on one side 
and the border of the coat on the other. All members 
of this secret brotherhood present there will respond 
immediately and each one will know about others, with¬ 
out the necessity of speaking a word. 


Freemasonry likes to take into its fold only high 
officials of a country, civil or military, or top figures in 
foreign or native firms. There is no bar of caste, colour, 
religion or nationality for joining the organization. 
Rather native officials are encouraged and then they are 
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handled according to a plan. They arc exploited in a 
manner that they may not realize what ulterior purposes 
arc being fulfilled through them. This -secret or tacit 
brotherhood’- is made to develop on -instinctive sym¬ 
pathy” for its members. Being a Lodger is considered 
*o be a sufficient qualification for :i junior officer in any 
government for getting him a big rise or a jump over iliu 
heads of his seniors but non-Lodgers, or course, through 
help and connivance or those already well placed in 
positions of power and prestige. There may be only a 
few. only one, and even none at all. belonging to Hie 
Jewish nationality, who may be the member of this 
■'secret brother hood" in a country, bur the organization 
ts so developed that il mu >1 invariably serve the inicrests 
of world Jewry. 

This organization was first set up m England in 
1717, four of these societies or -Lodges" in London 
united to form a -Grand Lodge '... .with a new system 
of secret signs. The London Grand Body has been the 
parent of other Lodges in (iic.il Britain. 

As to the functions and tasks of ihc Masonry, a 
perusal of Protocols will reveal the truth by none else 
but the leadership of this movement itself. It is a most 
revealing account and .1 government which ix keen to keep 
the country sale from the dangerous designs of this highly 
capable and influential cabal, has no alternative hut to 
ruthlessly weed out this cult, as various countries of the 
world have actually done.

Apart from Free masonry, there ore tmmv other 
organizations working for the Jews. Rosier ucians too 
is a Jewish international society. Professoi Mahmud 
Brelvi in his hook. /St 4 \J/C /DhOLOCY A\f) /rs 
IMPACT ON OCR I'/MFS (Karachi, 1967. P 351). 
makes the following comments: 

' The teachings of Freemasonry and Rosicru* 
danism appear to be identical; the Jailer's 
headquarters were in California (U.S.A.) under 
The title, Andfni ami Mystical Outer Rosa a 
Cruets. There is an adhesion between the 
higher Degrees of Freemasonry and the Rosi- 
crucian Lodges, and also that the knowledge 
possessed by Rosicrudans, in regard to the life 
of Jesus, is also shared by the higher Degrees 
nf Freemasonry. One of the ornaments, worn 
by Freemasons at their secret meetings, is a 
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silver figure of a bird (to represent a vulture) 
surrounded ty rubies (to represent the blood of 
its victim— Jesus), a disgusting reference indeed 
lo his sacred body.* In short, all doctrine* 
were conceived by a lew, Paul, and his asso¬ 
ciates in order to make possible the survival 
(and to facilitate the rise to secret power) of 
Judaism and Jewry. The dogma of ’Christ's 
Crucifixion* was invented by Judaism, propa¬ 
gated and kept in force by it for the sake of 
its own survival. According to this legend, 
Jesus was alleged to have been 'crucified' in 
33 C.L. The Gospels of Mathew. Mark uud 
Luke were not written until il was in the vital 
interest of the Jewry for them lo he written, 
i.e., between ihc >carv ?ft and 7J C.L., and the 
Ads of the Apostles (where Paul's "visions" of 
Juxus "enjoying eqiulship wuh God" are re¬ 
corded! falls into the same period. John s 
Gospel was written as late as the end of the 
first century. That’s why. even today, Jewry 
is the lord of Christendom, and Judaism is the 
lord of Christianity." 

Maitland Zafar Ansari's remarks need not look 
far fetched.

California), R.S. Publishers Inc., New York. 1965. p 48 
It reveals that Freemasonry was active plotting and 
bringing coups as early os 1878. Indeed the claims made 
in PROTOCOLS are not just an exercise in rhetoric. 
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Later, through Young Turks the Jews got engaged 
in renewed efforts to achieve their goals. The young 
blood was frenzied up and encouraged to resort to arson 
and plunder. The author of Reroluthn and Military 
Rule In the Middle East says: "The Young Turks were 
already resorting to intimidation and murders’* (p. 55 ). 
The American Ambassador, Henry Morgenthau, spoke 
of them as an irresponsible party. ~ :I kind of secret 
society which by intrigue, intimidation and assassination 
had obtaioed most of the office* of state” —quoted from;

The revolt against Ottoman Empire (1299—1920) 
was all the working of Jewish conspirators. The author 
<ieorge M. Haddad (opcit. p 52) makes very signifi¬ 
cant remarks: 

“The revolution against Abdul Hamid s regime 
was thus inspired and prepared by the Ottoman 
liberals including officials and intellectuals at 
home and abroad. It was carried out, however, 
by the officers in the garrisons of Macedonia.... 
The Sultan's government also committed the 
mistake of sending many suspected officers to 
serve in Macedonia, so that it turned out that 
the concentration of so many disgruntled 
liberals in the same distant region made it easier 
for them to conspire together and to enter into 
contact with FREEMASONS." 

Further, it would be apt ,to point out that the 
achievements of Young Turks have been lavishly praised 
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Western writers. George M. Haddad (op cit., pp. 58-59) 
says: “The Young Turks must also be given credit 
for attempting even during the War period to modernise 
lhc Empire, and thus they unwittingly laid foundations 
for the policy followed by the (Kcmalist) Republic, and 
prepared the way for a new Turkey. They transferred 
legal cases from religious to civil courts,... .developed 
the idea of language reform, introduced the Western 
calendar in the form of solar months, opened institutions 

of_music_They made progress in the emancipation 

of women by allowing girls to enter the....professions, 
by revising the family law in favour of women and by 
restricting polygamy They started the reform of dress “ 

Of course taler Kcmal Ataturk went headlong with 
all these idea* and much more to the utter joy of Jewry 
which had more than one reason to wipe out the 
remnants of Islamic culture and thought. 

Further, another writer, R. W. SETON-WATSON 
in his RISE OF NAT/ONAUTYM THE BALKANS 
(1917, pp. 135-13d), makes the following revelations: 

“The main fact about the Committee of Union 
and Progress is its essential un-Turkish and 
un-Moslem character. From the very first 
hardly one among its true leaders has been 
a pure-blooded Turk. Enver is the son of a 
renegade Pole, Djavid belongs to the Jewish sect 
of DO^MEHS Carasso is Shephardian few 
from Salonika.

He is careful to exonerate the Unionists, whose 
uve of the /w/gci for their own purposes *** 
justifiable when the need for secrecy was para¬ 
mount." 

This shon sentence speaks volumes. 

Now something more about Ali .Suavi and his 
business, on the authority of Mr. Bernard Lewis him- 
Mlf. There is no doubt now that Ali Suavi was an 
important person in MasonfeJcwish conspiracy. Lewis 
{op. cit. p. ?7]) say*: 

"In December 1876 he (Ali) and his English wife 
acted as hosts to H. A. M Butler Johnstone, 
a British Member of Parliimcnt who was visit¬ 
ing Turkey, probably as a personal emissary 
ot Disraeli (real name Israel.—Ed.).

"If you do not save me 
from this place, the Malta Pavilion will be my 
grave M. lewis continues: "The recipient or this 
dramatic appeal lor help was Cleanthi Scalieri. a Greek 
subject, living in Istanbul His importance lay in his 
position as Master of the Prodos Masonic Lodge, and the 
exalted European connections to which this admitted him. 
Scalieri at once wrote an open letter to Abdul Hamid 
and sent it to the English language newspaper EASTERN 
EXPRESS with a demand, bark cl by threats , that it be 
published Whitrikar referred the letter to the Palace 
Councillor, Saecd pasha, who shrugged his shoulders 
and said, "publish". The publication had the desired 
effect and Murad wa* transferred to another palace." 
Note the ways and manner Mesons act. And be w» 
Just a school teacher. There b food for thought for' 
people io all Muslim lands. Also note the Jews’ power 

over Turkish press. They could get published whatever 
they liked. 

Further Mr. Lewis su>*: 

Scalieri and his \fusontc Jriends did not leave 
the matter at th.it. From a report submitted 
to Sultan Abdul Humid it seems that an attempt 
was made to persuade the German and English 
Lodges rhe heads of which were the Lmperor 
Wilhelm, and rhe Prince of Wales, tu use their 
influence and secure the intervention of the 
German and British Ambassadors in Istanbul 
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w favour of Murad'' 

This is how Freemasonry works. Jewish-Masonic 
brotherhood wanted to depose Sultan Abdul Hamid 
because he was stiff for Jews and did not allow them land 
in Palestine. They wanted to bring in Murad because 
he was "liberal" and because (this >s important) “of his 
past connections with Freemasons, and tt was through 
Masonic channels that the conspirators directed some of 
their efforts'" (Lewis, op. cit.). 

It is very strange that Mr. Bernard Lewis himself 
is revealing the truth about the Jewish-Masonic con¬ 
spiracy but at the same time he is very critical of those 
writers who are "adherents of the conspirattonal con¬ 
ception of history” (—Lewis, cp.ctt.. p 207) 

International Jewry is in itself a conspiracy on a 
gigantic scale. Zionism is nothing but a conspiracy and 
the plans of Jewry for world domination are but a con- 
spiracy, and the particular period under discussion by 
Mr. Lewis is full of conspiracies and intrigues, initialed 
and nurtured, planned and executed by Jews themselves, 
yet in order to divert the readers* attention, the Jew 
writers themselves try in vain to deny the existence of any 
conspiracy and lull the Muslims to deeper slumber.

' Now I want to close down the discussion with a 
quotation of another writer LORD KINROSS. In 
his very voluminous book, ATATVRK , The Rebirth of a 
NATION (London, 1965, p. 28) he says: 
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‘ The Committee of Uoion and Progress mado 
free use of both the premises and the techniques, 
of the Freemasons, imposing a ritual of initia¬ 
tion by which the aspirant was blindfolded 
and led into the presence of three masked 
strangers in cloaks, and was obliged to swear 
an oath, both on the sword and on the Koran, 
to redeem his country, to keep the secrets of 
the society, and to obey its orders, including 
the order to kill any person whom it might eon* 
ilfmn /„ death. Such muinhn-jumbo went 
agamsr the grain of KEMAL. More especially, 
having initially sworn on the revolver alone, 
did he resent this Islamic symbolism of the 
new oath. For the moment, however, he had 
no alternative but to come to terms with the 
Unionists as best as he could.” 

Mr. Ross has kindly given some inkling in the work¬ 
ing of Freemasonry, the details of which have otherwise 
remained a mystery. “Three masked strangers m 
cloaks" is very significant, it seems to be symbolic 
since PROTOCOLS XXIV. the last one. declares that 
after all the preparations for the capture of power have' 
been completed, “only the King and the three who srood 
sponsor for him will know what is coming.” Also 
note, Kemal Ataturk did take the oath. His resentment 
was for the presence of Quran, otherwise he was at home' 
with Masons. 

14. So long Freemasonry is allowed a free hand to

Fassi had expected that it 
would have “dearly demonstrated the desire of the 
Muslims to bring about a spiritual rapprochement with 
other faiths in the service of the cause of peace and 
freedom ” Professor M assign on, however, reacted to 
the letter with mixed feelings. He approved of it but 
also expressed despondency. He said that the Vatican 
circle* received money Jroni the Zionists and n anted to 
whitew ash the Zionis ts. tic C\prfs<rJ regret ut the mixing 
of politics and financial interests with religion and truth . 
He further added : "When the Christians engage in nego¬ 
tiations to sene the interests of Zionism they do harm to 
their religion and to bydl and sincere people like my¬ 
self, who consider such an attitude as deviationist and feel 
impeded to deny the status of the clergy in religious mat¬ 
ters."

Arise, my brethren on the Police force and in the 
army of Jruq! Stand side by side with your brothers and 
your people against your enemies! The freedom of

"Radio Cairo ca tilted in the bloodshed in Bagh¬ 
dad and urged the people of Jordan to rise and butcher 
King Hussein." 

20. Sometimes Nasser is critical of Zionist intentions, 
and his supporters present it as an evidence that he i* 
against "Israel".

forth. ‘heresy from Islam has been 
replaced by ‘heresy from Arabisni*. 

This is how Mr. Nasser wants to play with Islamic 
spirit and the Muslim sentiments. Look at his daring 
and insolence—an outrage against Islam and Quran. 
And yet there are some self-deceived so-called religious 
figures who lake pride in glorifying Naoser. Indeed 
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they can be anything but Atfm. Further, to expert 
Qarts from Egypt is nothing hut a hoax. They try to 
allure and deceive people through their musical voice. 
They recite Quran in befool Pakistanis while the Pharaoh 
is digging the grave of Quran in Egypt.

There can be nothing more 
dangerous to the interests of Zionism than a full-fledged 
Islamic movement aiming at establishing a truly Islamic 
order 
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1 he Zionist agents take advantage of the difference 
opinion about a matter in a society or exploit various 
school* Of thought in an established religion by magm- 
fving (he otherwise minor matters of details out of all 
proportion to confuse public mind. If existing sects 
ami gioup'i do not serve their purpose they develop newer 
ones and create dissensions to torpedo the unity or 
thought and action .n a people. When such a situation 
arises Muslims should pause •<* think and try <«> T**P 
behind the forces at work, instead of jumping at conclu¬ 
sions annul per*ocs and parties, and not he carried away 
in the Niupm of propaganda of un insidious enemy. 

Ii should be ic me inhered that Jewish hands are long, 
their ugems everywhere, and Muslims, particularly,

tecling the whip lash of the pressure group who 
declared a virtual boycott of the jVpw ypr* 
Times. The details of the boycott action 
remained one of the guarded secret* on Times 
Square. There is a heavy file tucked away in 
Mr. Sulzberger's safe and no one will today 
talk about the frightening experience.*’ 

The stand taken by the TIMES' publisher was coura¬ 
geous indeed. But why has he been hiding the story of 
the coercive rncutiires adopted by the Zionists? Will 
H not be an eye-opener for those who yet like to keep their 
eyes shut V h if because after all the gentleman is a Jew? 

Another story by Alfred liiientbal (o P . uit.. P p 1 35- 
136):.. ..Tt/L SATURDAY EVEN IHC, ROST had 
published a provocative article by Milton Mayer, entitled 
‘The case against the Jews' in which Mayer criticised the 
self-segregating habits of American Jews... .The publica¬ 
tion of Mayer'* article exposed the SATURDAY F.Vi;^ 
tNG P0ST 10 was perhaps the worst ordeal in the 
magazine'* venerably lung history: tremendous and 
quite often venomous mail flooded the editorial offices, 
subscriptions were cancelled and advertising was with¬ 
drawn in an obviously organized drive. Mayer, still 
nervously remembered in the publishing world, was to 
establish once and for all the rule that no national 
magazine must dare present an article which, even re¬ 
motely, attacks Jewish nationalism—unless the magazine 
was courageously prepared for a serious and prolonged 
battle." As an epilogue to ihis tragic stciy it may fce 
added that the editor of the Sctitdoy Evening Test was 
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replaced, the Post apologized, and Mr. Mayer “vanished 
into a vague infamy”. 

The author, Lilienthal, had also written an article 
entitled ‘Israel’s Flag Is Not Mine’. It was refused by the 
Post and ‘other national magazines.’ The Reader's 
Digest dared to publish it but along with another article 
which presented the opposite view, to balance the matter. 

* Hut even this impartiality was not deemed sufficient 
protection against the displeasure of Zionism. Twelve 
prominent Americans of the Jewish faith were invited, 
and agreed, to testily m that DIGEST issue; ’We feel that 
presentation of both side* of the Zionist question by 

The Reader's Digest is an important public service.’_ 

These unprecedented safeguards in publishing a simple 
and in itself anything but “explosive*' article did 
not. however, save us author from an ordeal of con¬ 
siderable magnitude, f rom ihc Synagogue pulpits and 
from the Anglo-JcwKh and Yiddish J’rcss throughout 
the nation, flic heaviest barrages were fired against the 
article and its author.*’

Introduction 
tdthe Protocols 


rnHJS remarkable document came in the knowledge 

of the world through the efforts of Professor Sergyci 
A. Nilus, who was a priest in the Orthodox Church in 
Russia. He published the first Rushan language edition 
in 1905. In his Introduction he vays that a copy had 
been handed over to him by a friend, being a true trans¬ 
lation of an original document (probably in Hebrew) 
stolen by a woman from one of the most influential and 
highly initiated leaders of Freemasonry, at the end of a 
meeting of the initiated in France, "the nest of Jewish- 
Masonic conspiracy'*. (Ry the way, since then no woman 
u allowed the membership of Freemasonry and they are 
shunned from Lodges except, of course, on the occasion of 
social functions which indued are held very rarely). 

Professor Nilus says that the Protocols are not ex¬ 
actly minutes of meetings, but a report, with a part appa¬ 
rently missing, made by some powerful person. In Jan¬ 
uary, 1917, be had prepared another edition but before 
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it could be put on the market the revolution of March, 
1917, had taken place and the Kerensky Government that 
overthrew Czaiist regime in Russia ordered the whole 
edition to be destroyed, for the obvious reason that the 
entn e conspiracy would he exposed. Nilos was Quest¬ 
ed by the Bolshevik Cheka, imprisoned and tortured. 
Later was exiled and died in Valadimir on January 13 
1929. * 

'lhe book was so popular that its second Edition 
appeared the very same year and by 19 1 7 its many edition, 
had come out. It is known for certain that ns 4th edition 
was available in 1917. Apart from its printed editions 
its typewritten copies on thin paper were also circulated. 
The typewritten copy on rice paper was in wide circula¬ 
tion in S beria. from where somehow copies were taken 
to America from the port of Valdivostok in August, 1919 , 
where translations were made and published. There 
are valuable appendices in ihe American editions. 

A cop> of 2nd Edition of Nilus (1905) was received 
in the British Museum Library on August 10, 1906. 
On the subtitle page the British Museum Library Stamp 
is affixed, and also the words: “Passed by the Censor 
Moscow, 2«th September. 1905.“ 

The English translator of the Protocols was a Brill- 
sher, Victor E. Marsdcn, Russian Correspondent to the 
Morning Post”. He had lived in Russia for many years 
and was married to a Russian lady. As a fearless critic 
he described the horrors of the events of 1917 with rare 
courage, for which he was arrested and thrown into the 
Peter-Paul Prison. When he was finally allowed to 
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re*urn to EngJ&nd after iwo years his health had been 
affected. As soon as he regained his vigour, he devoted 
all his time in the translation of Protocols which he did 
in the British Museum Library. Later his illness that 
he hud contracted in the Bolshevik prison returned and 
shortly afterward* he died. As regards its English 
translations in America, not much is known except that 
many editions exist After the Bolshevik Revolution, 
Russian emigrants loo brought Nilus’ book to North 
America and Germany. 

Before Nilus published it in book form, the Protocols 
were widely circulated through the Russian newspaper 
SNAMJA in August and September. |‘X>3 Earlier, they 
were also published in the newspaper MOSKO W'SKUA 
WlF.DUMOim in l«w: and 1903. 

Nilus was greatly shocked when he read this honk, 
and then he was \er> much concerned “to expose the 
ruthless, cold-blooded conspiracy for the destruction of 
Christian civilization". Naturally he was interested 
mainly to save Christianity although the “Jewish-Mas- 
onic conspiracy" is a threat—much of it already realized 
—to all cultures, specially Hie Islamic thought and civi¬ 
lization. Christianity was just a lirvt phase of its rmiltt- 
pronged llirusl in all directions.

The similarity between what was forecast in the 
Protocols and the late which had befallen Russia under 
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the Bolshevik was so marked that, after these long year* 
of neglect, they rapidly became one of the most famous 
(or notorious) documents in the world. 

The Protocols explain in laborious details the objects 
of Bolshevism and the methods of its earning it into 
effect. These methods were in operation in 1901 when 
Nilus received the documents but Bolshevism was then 
Marxian Communism and the time had not come to apply 
it by ruthless police and military force. 

The years have shown that almost every great world 
event has followed the course laid down by the secret 
authors, the Elders of Zion, of the 33rd Degree. Wars, 
slumps, revolutions, the rise in cost of living, and chronic 
unrest arc all FORETOLD as leading to the ultimate 
goal of world conquest through ihc hack-door means. 

In Bolshevik Russia, the penalty for their mere 
possession was death. It remains so to thin day, both 
in the Soviet Union uud in the satellite countries. Jn 
South Africa which is dominated by Jews, possession of the 
Protocols is forbidden by law. and the penalty levs drastic 
than in Ruxxia. After all why Communist Russia and 
international Jewry me so much afraid of the book? 

The Protocols which arc 24 in number are a sort of 
summing up of the long-draw n deliberations of the Jewish 
Elders who met in series of conferences over many years. 

They are not to be read like an ordinary book, Its 
contents require analysis and probe. Many things 
defy understanding and arc elusive for a casual reader. 
It should be kept id mind that their topmost authority 
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was addressing those who were at the topmost level 
in Jewish hierarchy and naturally there was no need of 
any elaborate treatment of certain matters which they 
were supposed to have already fully known. Hence 
only a passing reference wax required and sometimes 
only, a word or two was considered sufficient to draw 
their attention to some aspect* which may be a puzzle for 
others. Here lies the difficulty of a non-iewish reader. 
As a matter of fact, not all Jews are necessarily con. 
versant with the entire thesis contained therein. These 
Prato,'ok were n cant for the most highly placed as a 
reference, a source of inspinition. a guideline for rheir 
thinking and working. They have to be read, re-read 
and studied in all seriousness. The Christian world, as 
would be clear by going through the Notes on “Symbolic 
Snake" of Judaism, has already been snared und lies 
prostrate at (he mercy of this ruthless inhuman cabaJ. 
And now Jews have to march towards the Islamic world. 
Nay. they ate already there with all their tactics and 
weaponry, and delay in counteracting the enemy may 
sound the death knell of liberty and freedom Muslims 
are their last target but they can frustrate all the wild 
dreams of Jewry by acting promptly and wisely. The 
odds are many, but the job has to be done. The gr eater 
the danger, the greater the challenge. Surely by the help 
of Allah they can turn the tides, indeed.it is a great 
honour, a privilege, a sa adat to contribute what cnc can 
in the Jehad against this menace.

The Symbolic Snake—P rotocol 111 opens with a re¬ 
ference to the Symbolic Snake of Judaism. Id Iris 
Epilogue to the 1905 Edition of the Protocols Nilus gives 
the follow iog intercsti ng account of this symbol: 

“According to the records of secret Jewish 
Zionism, Jewish learned men thought out a 
scheme in theory for a peaceful conquest of the 
whole universe by Zion. 

“As history developed, this scheme was worked 
out in detail and completed by men who were 
subsequently initiated in this question.

UTT1NG aside fine phrases we shall speak of the 
significance of each thought: by comparisons aad 
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deductions we shall Lhrow light upon surrounding 
facts. 

What I am about to set forth, then, is our system 
from the two points of view, that of nuntdve* and that 
of the goyim ( l.e . non-Jews). 

It must b« noted that men with bad instincts arc 
more in number than the good, and therefore the best 
results in governing them are attained by violence and 
terrorisation. 2nd not by academic discussions. Every 
man aims at power, everyone would like to become a 
dictator if only he could, and rare indeed are the men 
who would not be willing to sacrifice the welfare of all 
for the sake of securing their own welfare. 

Whut has restrained the beusts ot prey who are 
called men? What has served for their guidance 
hitherto 7 

In the beginning of the structure of society they were 
subjected to brutal and blind force; afterwards—to Law 
which is the same force, only disguised. I draw the con¬ 
clusion that by the law of nature nght lies in force. 

Political freedom is an idea but not a fact. This 
idea one must know how to apply whenever it appears 
necessary with this bait of an idea to attract the musses 
of the people to one's party for the purpose of crushing 
another who is in authority. This task is rendered easier 
if the opponent has hitnsdf been infected with the idea 
of freedom, so-called liberalism, and fur the sake of an 
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idea, is willing to yield some of his power. It is pre¬ 
cisely here that the triumph of our theory appears; the 
slackened reins of government are immediately, by the 
law or life, caught up and gathered together by a new 
hand, because the blind might of the nation cannot Tor 
one single day exist without guidance, and the new au¬ 
thority merely fits into the place of the old already 
weakened by liberalism. 

In our day the power which has replaced that of the 
ruler* who were libero! is the power of Gold. Time was 
when Faith ruled The idea of freedom is impossible of 
realisation because no one knows how to use it with 
moderation. It is enough to hand over a people to self- 
government for a certain length of time for that people 
to lie turned into a disorganised mob. From that 
moment on we get internecine strife which soon develops 
into batiks between classes, in the midst of which State* 
burn down and their importance is reduced to that of a 
heap of ashes. 

Whether a State exhausts itself in its own con¬ 
vulsions, whether its internal discord brings it under the 
power of external foes—in any case it can be accounted 
irretrievably lost; it is in our power. The despotism of 
capital, which is entirely in our hands, reaches out to it 
a straw that the State, willy-nilly, must Jake hold of; 
if dot—it goes to the bottom.

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certainly than the most powerful enemy. Such qualities 
must be the attributes of the kingdoms of the goyim. 
but we must in no Wise be guided by them. 

Our right lies in force. The word “right” is an 
abstract thought and proved by nothing. The more 
means no more than : Give me what I want in order 
that thereby I may have proof that ] am slr^nger than 
you. 

Where docs right begin? Where does U end? 

In any State in which there is a bad organisation of 
authority, an impersonality oflaws and of the rulers who 
hove lost (heir personality amid the flood of rights ever 
multiplying out of liberalism. 1 find a new right—to 
attack by the right of the strong, and to scatter to the 
winds all existing forces of order and regulation, to 
reconstruct all institutions and to become the sovereign 
lord of those who have left to us the rights to their puwer 
by laying them down voluntarily in their liberalism. 

Our power in the present tottering condition of all 
forms of powers will be morr invincible, than any other, 
because it will remain invisible until the moment when 
it has gamed such strength that no cunning can any longer 
undermine it. 

Out of the temporary- evil we are now compelled to 
commit will emerge the good of an unshakeable rule, 
which will restore the regular course of the machinery of 
the national life, brought to nought by liberalism. The 
result justifies the means. Let u$. however, in our plans. 
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direct our attention not so much to what is good and 
moral as to what is necessary and useful. 

Before us is a plan in which is laid down strategi¬ 
cally the line from which we cannot deviate without 
running the risk of seeing the labour of many centuries 
brought to naught. 

In order to elaborate satisfactory forms of action it 
is necessary to have regard to the rascality, the slackness, 
the instability of the mob, ilk lack of capacity to under¬ 
stand and respect the conditions of its own life, or its 
own welfare. It must be undcrstoiKi that the might of 
a mob is blind, senseless and unreasoning force, ever at 
the mercy of a suggestion from any side. The blind 
cannot lead the blind without bringing them into the 
abyss: consequently members of the mob. upstarts from 
the people even though they should be us a genius 
for wisdom, yet having no understanding of the political, 
cannot eomc forward as leaders of the inob without bring¬ 
ing the whole nation to ruin. 

Only one trained from childhood for independent 
rule can have understanding of the words that can be 
made up of the political alphabet. 

A people left to itself, that is. to upstarts from its 
midht, brings itself to ruin by party dissensions excited 
by the pursuit of power and honours and disorders arising 
therefrom. Is it possible fnr the masses of the people 
calmly and without petty jealousies to form judgments, 
to deal With the affairs of the country, which cannot be 
mixed tip with personal interests? Can they defend 
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themselves from an external foe? It is unthinkable, for 
a plan broken up into as many parts as there are heads 
in the mob loses all homogeneity, and thereby becomes 
unintelligible and impossible of execution. 

It is only with a despotic ruler that plans can be 
elaborated extensively and dearly in such a way as to 
distribute the whole properly among the several parts of 
the machinery of the State: from this the conclusion is 
inevitable that a satisfactory form of government for any 
country is one that concentrates in the hands of one 
responsible person. Without absolute despotism 
there can he no existence for civilization which is carried 
on not by the masses but by their guide, whosoever that 
person may he. The mob is a savage and displays its 
savagery at every opportunity. The moment the mob 
seizes freedom in its hands it quickly turns to anarchy, 
which, in itself, is the highest degree of savagery. 

Behold the alcoholized animals, bemused with drink, 
the right to an immoderate use of which comes along with 
freedom. It is not Tor us and ours to walk that roud. 
The peoples of the goyim are bemused with alcoholic 
liquors: their youth has grown stupid on classicism and 
from early immorality, into which it has been induced 
by our special agents—by tutors, lackeys, governesses 
in the houses of the wealthy, by clerks and others, by our 
women in the places of dissipation frequented by the 
goyim. In the number of these last I count also the 
so-called "society ladies’-', voluntary followers of the 
Other ill corruption and luxury. 

-Our countersign is—Force and Make-believe. Only 
forec conquers in political affairs, especially if it be con- 
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ccaled in the talents essential to statesman. Violence 
must be the principle, and cunning and make-believe the 
rule for governments which do not want to jay down 
their crowns at the feet of agents of some new power. 
This evil is the one and only means to attain Lhe end, the 
good. Therefore we must not stop at bribery, deceit 
and treachery when they should serve towords the attain¬ 
ment of our end. In politics one must know how to 
seize the propeity of others without hesitation if by il wc 
secure submission and sovereignty. 

Our State, marching along the path of peaceful 
conquest, has the right to replace the horrors of war by 
Icrk noticeable and more satisfactory sentences of death, 
necessary to maintain the terror which lends to produce 
blind submission. Just but merciless severity is the great¬ 
est factor of strength in the State: not only for the sake 
of gain hut also in the name of duty, for the sake of vic¬ 
tory, we must keep to the programme of violence and 
make-believe. The doctrine ol squaring accounts is 
precisely as strong as the means of which it makes use. 
Therefore it is not so much by the means themselves as 
by the doctrine of severity that we shall triumph and 
bring all governments into subjection to our super-govern¬ 
ment. It is enough for them to know that wc are mer¬ 
ciless for all disobedience to cease.

is sufficient to paralyse initiative, for it hands over the 
will of men to ihe deposition of him who has bought their 
activities. 

• IT* abstraction of freedom has enabled us to per¬ 
suade the mob in all countries that their government is 
nothing but the steward of the people who are the owners 
of the country, and that the steward way be replaced like 
worn-out gJove. 

J( eft this possibility of replacing the representatives 
of the people which has placed them at our disposal, and, 
as it were, given us the power of appointment. 
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Economic Wars—ihr foundation of the 
Jewish predominance. Figure-head govern¬ 
ment and ' secret adviser*." Successes of 
destructive doctrines. Adaptability in 
politics. Part plaint bv the Press. Cost of 
gold and value of Jewish sacrifice. 

TT is indispensable for our purposes that wars, so far 
± as possible, should not result in territorial gains: 
war will thus be brought on to the economic ground, 
where the nations will not fail to perceive in the assistance 
we give the strength of our predominance, and this stale 
of things will put both sides ■! ihc mercy of our interna- 
Honal agentur: which possesses millions of eyes ever on 
the watch and unhampered by any limitations what¬ 
soever. Our international rights will then wipe out 
national rights, in the proper sense of right, and will rule 
the nations precisely as the civil law of States rules (he 
relations of their subjects among themselves. 

The administrators, whom we shall choose from 
among the pnhlic with strict regard to their capacities 
for servile obedience, will not be persons trained in the 
arts of government and will therefore easily become 
pawns in our game in the hands or men of learning and 
genius, who will be their advisers, specialists* bred and 
reared from early childhood to ru'e the affairs of the whole 
world. As is well known to you, these specialists of 
ours have, to It them for rule, been drawing the informa¬ 
tion they need from our political plans, from the lessons 
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of history, from observations made of the events of every 
moment as it passes. The goyim are not guided by 
practical use of unprejudiced historical observation, 
but hy theoretical routine without any critical regard for 
consequent results. We need not. therefore, take any 
account of them—let them amuse themselves until the 
hour strikes, or live on hopes of new forms of enterprising 
pastime, or on the memories of all they have enjoyed 
For them, let that play the principal part which we have 
persuaded them to accept as The dictates of science 
(theory). It is with this object in view that we are con¬ 
stantly, by means of our press, arousing a blind confid¬ 
ence in those theories. The inlcltccrtils of the goyim will 
puff themselves up with their knowledges and wiihouf 
any logical verification of them will put into effect all 
the information available from science, which our agentur 
specialists have cunningly pieced together for the purpose 
of educating their minds in the direction we want. 

Do not Suppose for a moment that these statements 
are empty words : think carefully of the successes wc 
arranged for Darwinism. Marxism, Nietzchc-ism. To 
m Jews, qi any rate, it should be plain to see what a dis¬ 
integrating importance these directives have had upon the 
mind of the goyim 

U is indispensable for us to take account of the 
thoughts, characters, tendencies of the nations in order 
to avoid making slips in the political and in the direction 
of administrative affairs. The triumph of our system, 
of which the component parts of the machinery may be 
variously disposed according to the temperament of the 
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people not on our way. will fail of success if the practical 
application of it he not based upon a summing up of the 
lessons of the past in the light of the present. 

In the hands of the States of to-day there is a great 
force that creates the movement of thought in the people, 
and that is the Press. The part played by tlie Press is to 
keep pointing out requirement* supposed to be indis¬ 
pensable. to give voice to the complaints of the people, 
to express and to create discontent. It is in the Press that 
the triumph of freedom of speech finds its incarnation. 
But the govim States have not known how to make use 
of this force; and it has fallen into our hands. Through 
the Press we have gained the power to influence while 
remaining ourselves in the shade; thanks to the Press we 
have got the gold in our hand*, notwithstanding that we 
have had to gather it out of oceans of blood and tears. 
But it has paid u$, though we have sacrificed many of our 
people Each victim on our side is worth in the sight of 
God .a thousand goyim.

* few steps off. There remains a small space to cross 
and the whole long path we have trodden is ready now to 
close its cycle of the Symbolic Snake, by which wr sym¬ 
bolise our people. When this ring closes, all die States 
of Europe will be locked in its coil as in a powerful vice. 

The constitution scales of these days will shortly 
break down, for we have established them with a certain 
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lack of accurate balance in order that they may oscillate 
incessantly until they wear through the pivot on which 
they turn. The goyim are under the impression that they 
have welded them sufficiently strong and they have all 
along kepi on expecting that the scales would come into 
equilibrium. But the pivots—the kings on theirthrones— 
are hemmed in by their representatives, who play the 
fool, distraught with their own uncontrolled and irres¬ 
ponsible power. This power they owe to the terror which 
has been breathed into the palaces. As they have no 
means of Betting ar their people, into their very midst, 

♦ he kinds on their thrones arc no longer able to come to 
terms with I hem and so strengthen themselves against ; 
seeker* after power. We have made a gulf between 
the far-seeing Sovereign Power and the blind force of the 
people so that both have lost all meaning, for like the 
blind man and hi* slick, both are powerless apart. 

In order to incite seeker*. after power to a misuse of 
power we have set all forces in opposition one to another, 
breaking up their liberal tendencies towards independence. 
To this end wc have stirred up every furm of enterprise, 
we have armed all parties, we have set up authority as a 
target for every ambition. Of States we have made 
gladiatorial arenas where a host of confused issues con¬ 
tend.... A linlc more, and disorders and bankruptcy 
Vvili be universal. 

Babblers inexhaustible hove turned into oratorical 
contests the sittings of Parliament and Administrative 
Boards. Bold journalists and unscrupulous pamph¬ 
leteers daily fall upon executive officials. Abuses of 
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power will put the final touch in preparing all instiluliona 
for their overthrow and everything will fly skywards under 
the blow* of the maddened mob. 

All people arc chained down to heavy toil by poverty 
more firmty than ever they were chained by slavery and 
serfdom; from these one way and another they might 
free themselves, these could be settled with, hut from want 
they will never get away We have included in the con¬ 
stitution such rights as to the masses appear fictitious and 
not actual rights. All these so-called "People's Rights’* 
cun exist only m idea, an idea which can never be realised 
in practical life. What is it to the proletariat labourer, 
bowed double over his heavy toil, crushed by his lot in 
life, if talkers get the right to bubble, if journalists get the 
right to scribble any nonsense side by >ide with good 
stuff, once the proletariat has no other profit out of the 
constitution save only those pitiful crumbs which we 
fling ihem from our table in return for their voting in 
favour of what we dictate, in favour of the men we place 

in power, the servants of our agentur.Republican 

rights for a poor man arc no more than a bitter piece 
of irony, for the necessity he is under of toiling almost 
all day gives him no present use of them, hut on the other 
hand robs him of all guarantee of regular and certain 
earnings by making him dependent on strikes by his 
Comrades or lockouts by his masters. 

The people under our guidance have annihilated the 
aristocracy, who were their one and only defence and 
fostermother for the sake of their ow n advantage which is 
inseparably bound up with ihc well-being of the people. 
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Nowadays, with the destruction of the aristocracy, the 
people have fallen into the grip of merciless money- 
grinding scoundrels who have laid a pitiless and cruel 
yoke upon the necks of the workers. 

Wc appear on the scene as alleged saviours of the 
worker from this oppression when wc propose to him to 
enter the ranks of our fighting forccs-Socialists. Anar¬ 
chists, Communists -to whom we always give support 
m accordance with an alleged brotherly rule (of the 
Solidarity of all humanists of our social masonry. The 
aristocracy, which enjoyed by law the labour of the wor¬ 
kers was interested n seeing th.it the workers were well 
led. healthy and strong. Wc are interested in just the 
opposite—the diminution, the killing cu, of the yovim. 
Our power is in ,fu ‘ ehron,c shortness or food and phvsiuil 

weakness of the worker because by all that this implies 
lie xs made the slave ot our will, ami he will not find in 
hrt own authorities eiche. strength or energy to set acainsr 
om will. Hunger creates the right of capital to rule the ' 
worker more surely than it was given to rh? aristocracy 
by the legal authority of kings. 

By want and |hc envy and hatred which it engender* 
** shal1 move «•** and with their hands we shall 
wipe out all those who hinder us on our way. 

When the hour strikes for our Saver sign Lord of ait 
the >1 0 rid 10 be crowed it fh ese same hands which will 
Weep away everything that might be a hindrance thereto. 

T7ie goyim have tost the habit of thinking unless 
prompted by (he suggestions of our specialists. There- 
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fore they do not see the urgent necessity of what we, when 
our kingdom comes, shall adopt at once, namely this, 
that it is essential to reach in national schools one simple, 
true piece of knowledge, the basis of all knowledge—the 
knowledge of the structure of human life, of social exis¬ 
tence, which requires division of labour, and, consequently 
the division of men into classes and conditions. It is 
essential for all to know that owing to difference in the 
objects of human activity there cannot be any equality, 
that he who hy any act of his compromises a whole class 
cannot be equally responsible before the law with him 
who affects no one hut only hi* own honour. The true 
knowledge of the structure of society, into the secrets 
of which we do not admit the goyim, would demonstrate 
lo all men that the positions and work must be kept within 
a certain circle, that they may not become a source of 
human suffering, arising from an education which does 
not correspond with the work which individuals are 
called upon to do. After a thorough study of this know¬ 
ledge the people will voluntarily submit to authority and 
accept such position as is appointed them in the Slate. 
In the present state of knowledge and the direction wo 
have given to its development the people, blindly believ¬ 
ing things in print—cherishes—thanks to promptings 
intended to mislead and to its own ignorance—a blind 
hatred towards all conditions which it considers above 
itself, for it has no understanding of tbe meaning of class 
and condition. 

This hatred will be still furtber magnified by the 
effects of an economic crisis, wbicb will stop dealings on 
$he exchanges and bring industry to a standstill, W» 
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f 7 " *”** b * a!l ** subterranean methods open 
io us and with the aid of gold, which is ail in our hands, a 
universal economic crisis whereby we shall throw upon the 
* reets whole mobs of workers simultaneously in all the 
T™!”? of Europe. These mobs will rush delightedly to 
shed che blood of those whom, in the simplify of their 
ignorance they have envied from their cradles, and whose 
property they will (hen be able to loot. 

Ours they will not touch , because the moment of 
attack will be known to us and we shall take measures to 
protect our own. 

We have ritmonifrlired that progress will bring all 
the goyim to the Sovereignty ofreavon. Our despotism

Whcr ' the Palace has seen that all sorts of c»n- 
cesurons and indulgences are yielded toil in the name of 
freedom it has imagined itself to be sovereign lord and 
JlSiS SlofH,cd ,Ci to Power, but, naturally, Jike every 
ofher blind man. it has come upon a host of stumbling 
blocks, it has rushed to find a guide, it has never had the 
sense to return to the former stale and it has laid down its 
plenipotentiary powers at our feet. Remember the 

F ^ h R *'! o] " tlQD '*hich « we who gave the name 
ol Great : the secrets of its preparations arc well known 
to us for jt was wholly the work of our bands. 

Ever since that time we have been leading the peoples 
from one disenchantment to another, so that ip the end . 
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they should turn also from us in favour of lhai King- 
Despot of the blood of Zion , whom *re are preparing for 
the world. 

At the present day we are, as an international force, 
invincible, because if attacked by some we are supported 
by other Slates. It is the bottomless rascality of the 
goyim peoples, who crawl on their bellies lo force, bul 
are merciless towards weakness, unsparing to faults and 
indulgent to crimes, unwilling to bear the contradictions 
of a free social system hut patient unto martyrdom under 
the violence of a bold despotism—it is those qualities 
, which arc aiding us Co independence, f rom the pre¬ 
mier-dictator* of the present day the eoyim peoples 
suffer patiently and bear such abuses as for the least of 
them they would have beheaded twenty kings. 

What is the explanation of this plienomenon, this 
curious inconsequence of the masses of the peoples in 
their attitude towards what would appear to be events 
of the same order? 

It is explained by the fact that these dictators whisper 
to the peoples through' their agents that through these 
abuses they arc inflicting injury on the States with the 
highest, jnirpota—to secure the welfare of the peoples, 
ihe international brotherhood of them all, their solidarity 
and equality of rights. Naturally they do not tell the 
peoples that this unification muxt be accomplished only 
undfr our sovereign rule. 

And thus the people condemn the upright and 
acquit the guilty, persuaded ever more and more that it 
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con do whatsoever it wishes. Thanks to this stale of 
things the people are destroying every kind of stability 
and creating disorders at every step. 

The word “freedom" brings out the communities 
of men to fight against every kind of force, against every 
kind of authority, even against God and ihc laws of 
nature. For this reason we, when wc come into our 
kingdom, shall have to erase this word from the lexicon 
oFlife as implying a principle of brute force which turns 
mobs into bloodthirsty beasts. 

These beasts. it is true, f:ill asleep again every time 
when they havediun* their fill of Mood, and at such time* 
Can easily be riveted into their chains. Bui if they be not 
given blood they will not sleep and continue to struggle.

IV 

Stages of a Republic. Gentile Masonry, 
f reedom and Faith. International Industrial 
Competition. Role of Speculation. Cult 
of Gold. 

T^VERY republic passes through several stager. 
■L^The first of these is comprised in the early days of 
jnad raging by the blind mob, tossed hither and thither, 
right and left: the second is demagogy from which is 
born anarchy, and that leads inevitably to despotism— 
not any longer legal and overt, and therefore responsible 
depotism, but to unseen and secretly hidden, yet never¬ 
theless sensibly felt despotism in the hands of some secret 
organisation or other, who* acts are the more unscru¬ 
pulous in as much as it works behind a screen, behind 
the backs of all sorts of agents, the changing of whom 
not only does not injuriously affect but actually aids the 
secret force by saving it. thanks to continual changes, 
from the necessity of expending irs resources on the 
awarding of long services. 

Who and what U in a position to Overthrow ao 
invisible force? And this is precisely what our force is. 
Gentile Masonry blindly serves as a screen for us and our 
objects, but the plan of action of. our force, even its very 
abiding-place, remains for the whole people an unknown 
mystery. 

But even freedom might K- harmless and have its 
place in the State economy without injury to the well¬ 
being of the peoptes if it rested upon the foundation of 
faith in God. upon the brolherhood of humanity, un¬ 
connected with the Conception of equality, which ia 
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negatived by the very laws of creation, for they have 
established subordination. With such a faith as this a 
people might be governed hy a wardship of parishes, and 
would walk contentedly and humbly under the guiding 
hand of its spiritual pastor submitting to the dispositions 
of God upon earth. This is the reason why it is tndis- 
Ptnsuhle for us to undermine all fuith, to tear out of the 
minds of the goyim the very principle of Godhead und the 
spirit, und to put in its pluce arithmetical calculations and 
material needs. 

In order to give the goyim no time to think and take 
note, their minds must be diverted towards industry and 
trade. Thus, all the nations will be swallowed up in 
pursuit of gain and in the race for it will not take note 
of their common foe But again, in order that freedom 
may once for all disintegrate and rum the communities 
of the goyim, we must put industry on a speculative basis: 
the result of this will he that what i> withdrawn from the 
land by industry will slip through the hands and pass into 
speculation, that is, to our classes. 

The intensified struck Tor superiority and shocks 
delivered to economic life will create, nay, have already 
created, disenchanted, cold and heartless communities. 
Such communities will footer a strong aversion towards 
the higher political and towards religion. Their only 
guide is gam, that is Gold, which they will erect into a 
veritable cult, for the sake of those material delights which 

11 , caa f ive ' . lhen wi ! 1 hour urike when, not for the 
sake of attaining the good, not even to win wealth, but 
solely out of barred towards the privileged, the lower 
• asses of the goyim win follow our lead against our rivals 
for power, the intellectuals of the goyim. 
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V

W H AT form of administrative rule can be given to 
communities in which woiruption lias penetrated 
everywhere, communities w here riches arc attained only 
by the clever surprise Tactics of scmi-swindling tricks; 
where looseners reign'.- where morality is maintained by 
penal insures and harsh law? but not by voluntarily accep¬ 
ted principles: wherethe feelincstowards faith and country 
arc obliterated by cosmopolitan convictions'.' What 
form of rule is to be given to these communities if not 
that despotism which I shall describe to you later? We 
shall create an intensified centralization of government in 
order to grip in our hands all the forces of the community. 
Wc shall regulate mechanically all the actions of the 
political life of our subjects by new laws. These laws will 
draw one by one all the indulgences and liberties which 
have been permitted by the goyito, and our kingdom will 
be distinguished by a despotism of such magnificent 
proportions as to be at any moment and io every place 
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in a position to wipe out any goyim who oppose us by 
deed or word. 

%Ve shall be told that such a despotism as I speak of 
is not consistent with the progress of these days, but I 
will prove to you that it is. 

In the times when the peoples looked upon kings 
on their thrones as or a pure manifestation of the will 
of God, they submitted without a murmur to the despotic 
power of kings: but from the day when wc insinuated 
into their minds the conception of their own rights they 
begun to regard ihe oocupanLs of thrones a* more ordin¬ 
ary moitols. Thu holy unclion of the 1 orrt's Annointcd 
has fallen from the heads of kings in the* eye of the people, 
□iid when wv also robbed them of their faith in God the 
might of power was flung upon the streets into the place 
of public proprietorship and w.ts seized by us. 

Moreover, the art of directing m:is>cs and individual* 
by means of cleverly manipulated theory and verbiage, 
by regulations of life in common and all sorts of other 
tricks, in all of which che goyim understand nothing, 
belongs likewise to the specialists of our administrative 
brain. Reared on analysis, observation, on delicacies 
of fine calculation, in this species of skill we have tio rivals, 
any more than we have either in the drawing up of plan* 
of political actions and solidarity. In this respect the 
JesuiLs alone might have compared with us, but we have 
contrived to discredit them in the eye* of the unthinking 
mob as an overt organisation, while we ourselves all the 
while have kept our secret organisation in the shade. 
However, it is probably all the same to the world who 
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is its sovereign lord, whether the head of Catholicism or 
our despot of the blood of Zion! But to us, the Chosen 
People, it is very far from being a matter of indifference. 

For a lime perhaps uc might be successfully dealt 
with by a coalition of the goyim of all the world: bus 
from this danger kc arc secured by the discord existing 
among them whose routs arc so deeply sealed that they 
can never now be plucked up. We have set one against 
another the personal and national reckonings of the 
goyim, religious and race hatred, which we have fostered 
into a huge growth in the couise of the past twenty 
centuries. This is the reason why there is not one Slate 
which w'ould anywheie receive support if it were to 
raise its arm. for every ore of them must bear in mind 
that any agreement against us would be unprofitable to 
itself. We are too suong— there is no evading our power. 
The nations cannot come to even an inconsiderable private 
agreement without uur snrclly haring a hand in it. 

Pet Me reges regnant. "It is through me that Kings 
reign." And it was S3id by ihe prophets that wc were 
chosen by God Hintself to rule over the whole eiirth. 
God has endowed us with genius that we may be equal 
to our cask. Were genius in the opposite camp it would 
still struggle against us, but even so a newcomer is no 
match for the old-established settler: the struggle would 
be merciless between us, such a fight as the world has 
never yet seen. Aye, and the genius on their side would 
have arrived too late. AH the wheels of the machinery 
of all States go by ihc force of the engine, which is in 
our hands, and that engine of ihe Machinery of Stales 
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is— Cold. The science of political economy invented by 
our learned elders has for loDg past been giving royal 
prestige to capital, 

Capital, if it is to co-operate untrammelled, must be 
free to establish a monopoly of industry and trade: this 
is already being put in execution by an unseen hand in 
all quarters of the world. This freedom will give 
political force to those engaged in industry, and that will 
help to oppress the people. Nowadays it is more im¬ 
portant to disarm the peoples than to lead them into war: 
more important to use for our advantage the passions 
which have burst into flames thun to quench their hre: 
more important to catch up and interpret the ideas of 
Others to suit ourselves th*n to eradicate them. The 
principal object of our directorate consists in this', to debase 
the public mint! by criticism', tn lead it away from serious 
reflections calculated to arouse resistance: to distract the 
forces of the mind towards a shum fight of empty elo¬ 
quence. 

In all ages the peoples of the world, cnqually with 
individuals, have accepted woids for deeds, fur they arc 
content with a show and rarely pause to note, in the 
public arena, whether promises are followed by perfor¬ 
mances. Therefore we shall establish show institutions 
which will give eloquent proof of their benefit to progress. 

We shall assume to ourselves the liberal physiognomy 
of all parlies, of all directions, and we shall give that 
physiognomy a voices in orators » ho will speak so much 
that they nilI exhaust the patience of their hearers and 
produce an abhorrence of oratory. 
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In order to put public opinion into our hands we must 
bring it into a state of bewilderment by giving expression 
from all sides to so many contradictory opinions and for 
such length of time os will suffice to yoke the goyim 
lose their heads in the labyrinth and come to Set that the 
best thing is to have no opinion aj any hind in matters 
pollfleaf, which it is nor given to the public in understand* 
because they are understood only by him > ho guides the 
public. This is site first Secret. 

The second secret requisite lor the success of our 
government is comprised in the following : To multi¬ 
ply U> such :tn extent national failings, habits passions, 
conditions cf civil life, that it will be impossible for any¬ 
one to know where he is in the resulting chaos, so that 
the people in consequence will fail to understand one 
another. This measure will also serve us in another 
way, namely, to sow discord in all parties, to 
dislocate all collective forces which arc still unwilling 
to submit to us. and to discount any kind of personal 
initiative which might in any degree hinder our affairs. 
There is nothing more dangerous to us thun personal 
initiative ; If it has genius behind it, such initiative 
can do more than can be done by millions of people 
among whom we have sown discord. We must so direct 
education of the goyim communities that whenever 
they come upon a matter requiring initiative they may 
drop their hands in despairing importance. The strain 
which results from freedom of action saps the forces 
when it meets with the freedom of another, f rom 
this collision arise grave moral shocks, discnchant- 
ments, failures. By all these means we shall so wear 
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down the goyini that they will be compelled to offer us 
international power of a nature thul by its position will 
enable ar without any violence yraduaUy to absorb all 
the State forces of the world and to form a Super- 
Government. In place of the ruleis of to-day we shall 
set up a bogey which will be called the Super- 
Governmenl Administration. Its hands will reach out 
in all directions like nippers and its organisation will be 
of such colossal dimensions that it cannot fail to subdue 
all the nations of the world. 
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VI

You gentlemen here present who arc economists, 
just strike an estimate ol the significance of this com¬ 
bination!. 

In every possible way wc must develop Ibu signi¬ 
ficance of cur Super-Govcrntrcnt by representing it as 
the Protector and benefactor <f all those who voluntarily 
submit to us. 

The aristorcracy of the goyim as a political force is 
dead-we need not take it into account; but as lauded 
proprietors they can still be harmful to 11s from the fact 
that they are scir-suflicing in the the resources upon which 
they live. It is essential, therefore, for us at whatever 
cost to deprive them of their land. This object will be 
best attained by increasing the burdens upon landed 
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propeny—in loading lands wiiti debts. These measures 
will check land-holding and keep it in a state of humble 
and unconditional submission. 

The aristocrats of the goyim, being hereditarily 
incapable of contending themselves with little, will ra¬ 
pidly burn up nnd fizzle out. 

At the same time we must intensively patronise 
tr.Tde and industry, but. first and foremost, speculation, 
the part played by which is to provide a counterpoise 
to industry: the ansence of speculative industry will 
multiply capital in private hands ami will serve to 
restore agiicultme b> freeing the land from indebtedness 
to ih» land banks. What we want is that industry should 
drain off from the land both labour and capital and by 
means of speculation transfer into our hands all the 
money of the world, and thereby throw' all the goyim 
into the ranks of the proletariat. Then the goyim will 
bow down before us. if for no other reason but to get 
the right to exist. 

To complete the ruin of industry of the goyim we 
shall bring to the assistance of speculation the luxury 
which we have developed among the goyim, that greedy 
demand for luxury which is swallowing up everything. 
We shall raise the rate of wages which, however, will not 
bring any advantage to the workers, for, at the same time, 
we shall produce a rise in prices of the first necessaries 
of life alleging that it arises from the decline of agricul¬ 
ture and cattle-breeding; we shall further undermine 
artfully and deeply sources of production, by accustoming 
the worker lu anarchy and to drunkenness, and side 
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side therewith taking all measures to extirpate from the 
face of the earth all the educated forces of the goyim. 

Tn order that the true meaning of things may not 
strike the goyim before the proper time we shall mask 
it under aa alleged ardent desire to serve the working 
classes and the great principles of political economy 
about which our economic theories are carrying on an 
energetic propaganda. 
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Object of the intensification of armaments. 
Ferments, discords and hostility all over the 
world. Checking the opposition of the 
gay ini by wars and by a universal war. Sec* 
recy means success in the political. The 
Press and public opinion. The guns of Amer¬ 
ica. Chinn and Japan. 

T HF intensification of armaments, the increase of 

police forces-arc all essential for the completion 

of the aforementioned plans. What we have to get at is 
that there should he in all the States of the world, besides 
ourselves, only the masses of the proletariat, a few 
millionaires devoted to our interests, police and soldier*. 

Throughout all Europe, and by means of relations 
with Europe, in other continents also, wc must create 
ferments, discords and hostility. Therein we gain u 
double advantage. In the first place we keep in check 
all countries, for they well know that we have the power 
whenever wc like to create disorders or to restore order. 
All these countries are accustomed to see in us an indis¬ 
pensable force of coercion. In the second place, by our 
intrigues we sball tangle up all the threads which wc have 
stretched into the cabinet of all Slates by means of 
the political, by economic treaties, or loan obligations. 
In order to succeed in this we must use great cunning and 
penetration during negotiations and agreements, but, 
as regards what is called the “official language,'* we shall 
keep to opposite tactics and assume the mask of honesty 
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and compliancy. In this way the peoples and govern¬ 
ments of the govim, whom we have taught to look only 
at the outside whatever wc present to their notice, will still 
continue to accept us as the benefactors and saviours of 
the human race. 

We must be in a position to respond to every act of 
opposition by war with the neighbours of that country 
which dares to oppo*»c use: but if the*e neighbours 
should also venture to stand collectively together against 
us, then we must offer resistance by a universal war. 

The principal factor of success in the political is the 
secrecy of its undertakings: the word should not agree 
with the deeds of the diplomat. 

We must compel the government of the goyim to 
take action in the direction favoured by our widely- 
conceived plan, already approaching the desired con¬ 
summation. by what we shall represent as public opinion, 
secretly prompted hy us through the weans oj the so-called 
-Great Power”—the Press, which with a few exceptions 
that may be disregarded is already entirely m mtr hands - 

In a word, to xum up our system of keeping the 
governments of the govim in Europe in check, we shall 
show our strength to one of them by terrorist attempts 
and to all, if we allow the possibility of a general rising 
against us, we shall respond with the guDS of America 
or China or Japan. 
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* 

Ambiguous employment of ju/uhcal rights.

\A7 E must arm ourselver with oil the weapons‘which 
» V our opponents might employ against us. Wc must 
reach out in the very finest shades of expression and the 
knotty points of the lexicon of law justification for those 
cases where we shah have to pronounce judgment* that 
might appear abnormally audacious and unjust, for it is 
important that these resolutions should be set fonh in 
expressions that shall seem to be thr most exalted moral 
principles cast into legal form. Our directorate must 
surround itself with all these forces of civilization among 
which it will have to work. It will surround itself with 
publicists, practical jurists, administrators, diplomats 
and finally, with persons prepared by a special super- 
educational training in our special schools. These 
persons will have cognizance of all the secrets of the 
social structure, they will know all the languages that can 
be made up by political alphabets and words; they will 
be made acquainted with the whole underside of human 
nature, with all its sensitive chords on which they will 
have to play. These chords are the cast of mind of tht 
goyim, their tendencies, shortcomings, vices and qualities, 
the particularises of classes and conditions. Needless 
to say that the talented assistants of authority, of whom 
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I speak, will not be taken from among the goyim, who 
arc accustomed to perform their administrative work 
without giving themselves the trouble to think what its 
aim is, and never consider what it is needed for The 
administrators of the goyim sign papers without reading 
them, and they serve cither for mercenary reasons or 
for ambition. 

We shall surround our government with a whole 
world of economists.* That is the reason why economic 
sciences form the principal subject of the teaching given 
to the Jews. Around us again will be a whole con* 
stcllation of hankers, industrialists, capitalists and—the 
main thing—millionaires, because in substance everything 
will be settled by the question of figures. 

For a time, until there will no longer be any risk 
in entrusting responsible posts in our States to our brother- 
Jews, we shall put them in the hands of persons whose 
past and reputation art such that between them and the 
people lies an aby.vi, persons who, in case of disobedience 
to our instructions, must face criminal charge* or dis¬ 
appear—this in order to make them defend our interests 
to their last gasp.

I N applying out principle* let auemitwi be paid to 
the character of the people in whose country you 
live and sici: a general, identic*! application of them, 
until such time as the people shall have been le-cducated 
lo our pattern, cannot have >ucvcs< But by approaching 
their application cautiously you "ill see that not a decade 
will pass before the most stubborn character will change 
and we shall add a new people to the ranks of those already 
subdued by us. 

The words of the liberal, which are in effect the words 
of our Masonic watchword, namely, “Liberty. Equality, 
Fraternity*’, will, when we come into our kingdom, be 
changed by us into words no longer of a watchword, 
but only an expression of idealism, namely, into: “The 
right of liberty, the duty of equality, the ideal of broth¬ 
erhood.” That is how we shall put it—and so we shall 
catch the bull by the horns.. ..De facto we have 
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already wiped our every kind of rule except our own, 
although de Jure there still remain a good many of them. 
Nowadays, if aoy States raise a protest Against u9 it is 
only pro forma at our discretion, and by our direction, 
for their anti-Semitism is indispensable to us for the man¬ 
agement <tf our lesser brethren. I will not enter into 
further explanations, for this matter lias formed the sub¬ 
ject of repeated discussion amongst us. 

For us there are no checks to limit the range of our 
activity. Our Supcr-Gnvcrneimrnl subsists in extra- 
legal conditions which are described in the accepted 
terminology by the energetic and forcible word—Dic¬ 
tatorship. 1 »m in a position to tell you with a clear 
conscience that at the proper time we. the law-givers, 
shall execute judgment and sentence, we shall slay and 
we shall not spare; we. as head of all our troops, arc 
mounted oq the steed of the lender. Wc rule by force 
of will, because in our hands are the fragments of a 
once powerful party, now vanquished by us. And the 
weapons tn our hands are hmillt.rs ambitions, burning 
greediness, merciless vengeance, hatreds and malice . 

// is from us that the all-engulfing terror proceeds. 
We have in our service persons of all opinions, of-all 
doctrines, restoring monarchists, demagogues, socialists, 
communists and utopian dr turners of every kind . We 
have harnessed them all to the task: each one of them on 
Air own account is boring anwy at the last remnants of 
authority, is striving to overthrow all established forms of 
order . By these acts all states are in torture, they exhort 
to tranquillity, arc ready to sucrifice everything for 
peace: but we will nor give them peace until they openly 
acknowledge our international Super-Government, and 
with submissiveness. 
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The people have raised a howl about the necessity 
of settling the question of Socialism by way of an 
international agreement. Division into fractional pur lies 
has given them into our hands, for , in order to carry 
on a contested Struggle, tine must have money, and the 
money is all in our hands. 

We might have reason to apprehend a union between 
the "clear-sighted" force of the goy kings on their 
thrones and the "blind" force of the goy mobs, but we 
have taken all needful measure against any such possibili¬ 
ty: between the one and the oilier force we have erected 
a bulwark in the shape of a mutual terror between them. 
In this way the. blind force of the people remains our 
support and we, and we only, shall provide them will* 
a leader aud, of course, direct them along the road that 
leads to our goal. 

In order that the hand of the blind mob may not 
free itself from our guiding hand, we must every now 
and then enter into dose communion with it, if not 
actually ill person, at any rate through some of the most 
crusty of our brethren. When we are acknowledged 
us the only authority we shall discuss with the people 
personally on the market places, aod we shall instruct them 
on questions of the political in such wise as may turn 
them in the direction chat suits us. 

Who is going to verify what is taught in the village 
schools? But what an envoy of the government or a king 
on his throne himself may say cannot but become imme¬ 
diately known to the whole Slate, for it will be spread 
abroad by the voice of the people. 
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lo order not lo annihilate the institutions of the . 
fioyim before it is time wc have touched them with craft 
and delicacy, and have taken hold of the ends of the 
springs which move their mechanism. These springs 
lay in a strict but just sense of order: we have replaced 
them by the chaotic licence of liberalism. We have pot 
our hands into the administration of the law, into the 
conduct of elections, into the press, into liberty of the 
person, to: principally into education and training as 
being the corner-stones of a free existence. 

Wc have fooled, bemused aiul corrupted the youth uf 
the goyim bv rearing them in principles and theories which 
are known to itx.ta be false although it is by us thus they 
have been incubated. 

Above the existing laws, without xubMamiqHy xiher- 
ing them, and by merely twisting them into contradic¬ 
tions of interpretations,' we have erected something 
grandiose in the way of results. These results found 
expression first in the fact ihm the interpretations masked 
the laws; afterwards they entirely hid (hum from the 
eyes of the government* owing to the impossibility of 
making anything out of the tangled web of legislation. 

This is the origin of the theory of arbitration. 

You may say that.the govim will rise upon us, arms 
in band, if they guess what is going on before the time 
comes; but in the West we have against this a manoeuvre 
of such appalling terror that the very stoutest hearts quail 
—the underground*, metropolitans, those subterraneans 
which, before the time comes, will be driven under all 
capitals and from whence those capitals will be blown 
into the air with all their organisations and archives. 
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The outside appearance tn the political. 

The "genius" of rascality. What Is pro¬ 
mised by a Masonic coup d' etat? Universal 
suffrage. Self-Importance. Leaders of Mas¬ 
onry. The genius who is guide of Masonry. 
Institutions and their functions. The poison 
of liberalism. Constitution—a school of

mO-DAY I begin with a repetition of what I said be- 
fore, and 1 beg you to bear in mind that government 
and peoples are content in the political with outside 
appearances. And how, indeed, are the goyim to per¬ 
ceive the underlying meaning of thing* when their repre¬ 
sentatives give the best of their energies to enjoying 
themselves? For our policy it is of the greatest impor¬ 
tance to lake cognizance of this detail; it will be of assis¬ 
tance to us when we come to consider the division of 
authority, freedom of speech, of press, of religion (faith), 
of the law of association, of equality before the law, of 
the inviolability of property, of the dwelling, of taxaiioa 
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(the idea of concealed laws), of the reflex force of the 
laws. All these questions arc such qs ought not to be 
touched upon directly and openly before the people Jn 
cases where it is indispensable to touch upon them they 
must not be categorically named, it must merely be 
declared without detailed exposition that the principles 
of contemporary law are acknowledged by us. The 
reason for keeping silence in this respect is that by not 
naming a principle we leave ourselves freedom of action, 
to drop this or that out of it without attracting notice if 
they were all categorically named they would all appear 
to have been already given. 

The mob cherishes a special affection and respect for 
thr geniuses of political power and accepts all their deeds 
of violence with the admiring response: “rascally, well, 
>c*. it is rascally, but it's clever!....a trick, if you 
like, but how craftily played, how magnificently done, 
what impudent audacity!’*_ 

Wc count upon attracting aU nations to the task 
or erecting the new fundamental structure, the project for 
which has been drawn up by us. This in why, before 
everything, it is indispensable for us to arm ourselves 
and to store up in ourselves that absolutely reckless 
audacity and irresistible might of the spirit which in the 
person of our active workers will break down all hin¬ 
drances in our way. 

When we have accomplished our coup d’etat we shah 
say then to the various peoples: "Everything has gone 
terribly badly, all have been worn out with sufferings. 
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We are destroying the causes of your torment — nationalities, 
frontiers, differences of coinages You are at liberty, 
of course, la pronounce sentence upon us, but can it possibly 
he just one if it is confirmed by you before you make any 

trial of what we art offering you." _ Then m/// the mob 

exalt us und bear us up m their hands in a unanimous 
triumph of hopes and expectations. Y'oting, which nc have 
made the instrument which will set us on the throne of 
the n arid by teaching even the very smallest units of 
members of the human race to vote by means of meetings 
and agreements by groups, will then have served its purposes 
and will play its pan then for the last time by n unanimity 
of desire to make close acquaintance with us before con¬ 
demning us. 

To secure this we must have every hod v vote without 
distinction of classes and qualifications, in order to 
establish an absolute majority, which cannot be got from 
the educated propertied classes. In this way, by incul¬ 
cating in aJl a sense of self-importance, we shall destroy 
among the go>im the importance of the family and its 
educational value and remove the possibility of indivi¬ 
dual minds splitting off, for the mob, handled by us, will 
not let them come to the front nor even given them a 
hearing; it is accustomed to listen to us only who pay it 
for obedience and attention. Tn this way we shall create 
a blind, mighty force which will never be in a position 
to move in any direction without the guidance of our 
agents set at its hand by us as leaders of the mob. The 
people will submit to this regime because it will know 
that upon these leaders will depend its earnings, grati¬ 
fications and the receipt of aJl kinds of benefits. 
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A scheme of government should come readymade 
from one brain because it will never be clinched firmly if 
ins allowed to be split into fractional parts in the minds 
of many. It is allowable, therefore, for us to have 
cognizance or the scheme of action but not to discuss it 
lest we disturb its artfulness, 1 be interdependence of Its 
component pans, the practical force of the secret meaning 
of each clause. To discuss and make alterations in a 
labour of this kind by mca0 s of numerous votings is to 
impress upon it the stamp of all reasonings and misunder¬ 
standings which have failed co penetrate the depth and 
extent of >ts plottings. We want our schemes to be 
forcible and suitably concocted Therefore we ought 
not to (line the work of genius of our guide to the fangs 
of the mob or even of a select company. 

These schemes wlU not turn existing institutions 
upside down just yet. They wilt only effect changes in 
their economy and consequently in the whole combined 
movement of therr progress, which will thus be directed 
along the path* laid down in our schemes. 

Under various names there-exists i n all countries 
approximately one and the same thing. Representation, 
Ministry, Senate, State Council, Legislative and Execu¬ 
tive Corps. I need not explain to you the mechanism of 
the relation or these institutions to one another, because 
you are aware of all that; only take note of the fact that 
each of the above-named institutions corresponds to some 
important function of the State, and 1 would beg to re¬ 
mark that the word "important" I apply not to the in¬ 
stitution but to the function, consequently it is not the 
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institutions which arc important but their functions. 
These institutions have divided up among themselves all 
the functions of government—administrative, legislative, 
executive, wherefore they have come to operate as do the 
organs in the human body. If wc injure one part in the 
machinery of State, the State falls sick, like a human 
body, and .. .will die. 

When we introduced into the Slate organism the 
poison of liberalism its whole political complexion 
underwent «i chance. States have been seized with a 
mortal illness—blood-poisoning. All that remains is 
to await the end of their death agony 

Liberalism produced Constitutional States, which 
took the place of what was the only safeguard of^the 
goyim, namely. Despotism; and a constitution, os you 
well know, is nothing else but a school of discords, mis¬ 
understandings, quarrels, disagreements, fruitless party 
agitations, party whims—in a word, a school of every¬ 
thing that serves to destroy the personality of State 
activity, The tribune of the “talkeries" has, no less 
effectively than the Press, condemned the rulers to in¬ 
activity and impotence, and thereby rendered them 
useless and superfluous, for which reason indeed they have 
been in many countries deposed. Then it was that the 
era of republics became possible of realization : and then 
it was that we replaced the ruler by a caricature of a govern¬ 
ment—by a president, taken from the mob,from the midst 
of our puppet creatures , our slaves. This was the founda¬ 
tion of the mine which we have laid under the goy people, 

I should rather say, under the goy peoples. 
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In ihe near future we shall establish the responsibi¬ 
lity of presidents. 

By iliac lime we shall be in a position to disregard 
forms in carrying through marteis for which our im¬ 
personal puppet will be responsible. What do we care 
tf the ranks of those striving for power should be thinned, 
if there should arise a deadlock from the impossibility 
of fielding presidents, a deadlock which will finally dis- 
organise the country?_ 

In order that our scheme may produce this result we 
shall arrange elections m favour of such president us have 
in their past some dark, undiscovered stain, some “Pan¬ 
ama’ or other-then they will be trustworthy agents for 
the accomplishment of our plans out ol I'car of revelations 
and from the natural dotre of everyone who has attained 
power, namely, the retention of the privileges, advantages 
and honour connected with the office of president. The 
chamber of deputies will provide cover for, will protect, 
will elect presidents, but we shall tak* from it the right 
to propose new, or make changes in. existing laws, Tor this 
right will be given by us to the responsible president a 
puppet in our hands. Naturally, the authority of the 
president will then become a target for every possible form 
of atlack,' but we shall provide him with a means of self- 
defence in the right of an appeal to the people, for the 
decision of the people over the heads of their represen¬ 
tatives, that is to say, an appeal to that same blind slave 
of ours—the majority of the mob. Independently of this 
we shall invest the president with the rtgh of declaring 
a State of war. We shall justify this lust right on the 
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ground that the president as chief of the whole army of 
the country must have it at his disposal, in case of need 
for the defence of the new republican constitution, the 
right to defend which will belong to him as the 
reponsible representative or this constitution. 

It is easy to understand that in these conditions the 
key of the shrine will lie in our hands, and no one outside 
ourselves will any longer direct the force of legislation. 

Besides this wc shall, with the introduction of the new 
republican constitution, take from the Chamber the right 
of interpellation or government measures, on the pretext 
of preserving political secrecy, and further, we shall by 
the new constitution reduce the number of representatives 
fo a minimum, thereby proportionately reducing poli¬ 
tical passions and the passion for politics. If, however, 
(hey should, which is hardly to be expected, burst into 
flame, even in this minimum, we shall nullify them by a 
stirring appeal and reference to the majority of the whole 
people-Upon the president will depend the appoint¬ 

ment of presidents and vice-presidents of the Chamber and 
the Senate. Instead of constant sessions of Parliaments 
WL ‘ 5hal/ rcduce sittings to a few months. More¬ 
over, the president, as chief of the executive power, will 
have the right to summon and dissolve Parliament, and, 
in the latter case, to prolong the time for the appointment 
of a new parliamentary assembly. But in order that the 
consequences of all these acts which in substance arc 
illegal, should not, prematurely for our plans, fall upon 
the responsibility established by us of the president, we 
shall instigate ministers and other officials of the higher 
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administration about the president to evade his disposi¬ 
tions by taking measures of their own, for doing which 

they will be made the scapegoats in hi* place_ ThiB 

part w* especially recommend to b£ given to be played 
by the Senate, the Council of Slate, or the Council of 
Ministers, but not loan individual official. 

/* 

The president will, at our discretion, interpret the 
sense of such of the existing laws as admit of various inter¬ 
pretations; he will further annul them when we indicate 
to him the necessity to do so. Besides this, he will have 
the right to propose temporary lawn, and even new de¬ 
parture* in the government constitutional working, the 
pretext both for the one and the other being the require¬ 
ments for the supreme welfare of the State. 

By such measures we shall obtain the power of 
destroying little by little, step by step, all that at the 
outset. When we enter on our rights, we art compelled 
to introduce into the constitutions of States preparation 
for the transition to an imperceptible abolition of every 
kind of constitution, and then the time is come to turn 
every form of government into our despotism. 

The recognition of our despot may also come before 
the destruction of the constitution; the moment for this 
recognition will come when the peoples, utterly wearied 
by the irregularities and incompetence—a matter which 
we shall arrange for—of their rulers, will clamour: “Away 
with them and give us one king over all the earth who will 
unite ui and annihilate the causes of discords—frontiers, 
nationalities, religion*, State debts—who will give us 
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peace and quiet which we cannot find under our rulers 

and representatives.” 

But you yourselves perfectly well know that to 
produce the possibility of the expression of such wishes by 
nil the nations it is Indispensable to trouble In all countries 
the people's relations with their governments So as utterly 
to exhaust humanity with dissension, haired, struggle, 
envy and even by the use of torture, by starvation , by the 
Inoculation of diseases, by want , so that the goyim see no 
other issue than to take refuge in our complete sovereignty 
in money and in all else. 

But if we give the nations of the world o breathing 
space the moment we long for is hardly Jikely ever to 
arrive.

mHE Stale Councilhax been, as il were, the emphatic 
x expression of the authority of the order; il will he 
os the “show" part of th« Legislative Corps, whar may 
becalkd the editorial committee of ihe laws and 
decrees of the ruler. 


This, Chen, is the programme of the new constitution. 
We shall make Law. Right and Justice (I) in the anise of 
proposals to the Legislative Corps <*, by decrees of 
the president under the guise of general regulations, of 
orders of the Senaic and of resolutions or the State Coun¬ 
cil in the guise of ministerial orders. <31 and in case a 
suitable occasion should arise-in the form of a revolution 
in the State. * 

Having established approximately the modus agendi 
we will occupy ourselves with details of those com¬ 
binations by which we have still to complete the 
revolution in the course of the machinery of State in the 
direction already indicated. By these combinations I 
mean the freedom of the Press, the right of associaton, 
freedom of conscience, the voting principle, and many 
another that must disappear for ever from the memory 
of mun, or undergo a radical alteration the day after the 
promulgation of the new constitution. It is only at that 
moment that we shall be able at once to announce all our 
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orders, for, afterwords, every noticeable alteration will 
be dangerous, for the following reasons; if this alteration 
be brought in with harsh severity and in a sense of 
severity and limitations, it may lead to a feeling or dcs-* 
pair caused by fear of new alterations in the same direc¬ 
tion: if, on the other hand, it be brought in a sense of 
further indulgences it will be said that we have recognized 
our own wrongdoing and this will destroy the prestige 
of the infallibility of our authority, or else it will be said 
that wc have become alarmed and are compelled to show 
a yielding disposition, for which we shall get no thank, 
because it will be supposed to be compulsory .... Both 
the one and the other are injurious to the prestige of the 
new constitution. What we want is that from the first 
moment of its promulgation, while the peoples of the 
world arc still stunned by the accomplished fact of the 
revolution, still in y condition of terror aod uncertainty, 
they should recognize once foi all that we are so strong! 
so inexpugnable, so superabundantly filled with power, 
that in no ease shall we take any account of them, and so 
far from paying any attention to their opinions 01 wishes, 
we are ready and able to crush with irresistible puwes all 
expression or manifestation thereof at every moment and 
in every place, that we have seized at once everything wc 
wanted and shall in no case divide oui power with them 
, .Then in fear and trembling they will close their eyes to 
everything, and be content to await what will be the end 
of it all. 

The goyim are a flock of sheep, and we are their 
wolves. And you know what happens when the wolves 
get hold of the flock?.... 
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TTiere is another reason also why they will close 
their eyes: for we shall keep promising them to give back 
all the liberties we have taken away as soon os we have 
quelled the enemies of peace and tamed all parties... 

h is not worthwhile to say anything about how long 
a time they will be kept waiting for the return of their 
liberties. 

For what purpose then have we invented this whole 
policy and insinuated into the minds of the goy w ithout 
giving them any chance to examine its underlying mean¬ 
ing? For what, inoced. if not in order to obtain in o 
roundabout way what is for our scattered tribe unattain, 
able by the direct road. It is this which had served as the 
basis of our oganisation of secret Masonry which is nor 
known to, and aims i \hicfi are not even .to much as suspected 
by, these goy cu/tle . attracted by us into the "show" army 
of Masonic Lodges in order to throw dost in the eyes oj their 
fellows. 

God has granted to us. His Chosen People, the gift 
of the dispersion, and in this which appears in all eyes 
to be our weakness, has come forth all our strength, which 
has now brought us to the threshold of sovereignty over 
all the world, 

There now remains not much more for us to build 
up upon the foundations we have laid.

The arousing of "public” demands in the pro¬ 
vinces. Infallibility oj the new regime. 

T HE word "freedom" which can be interpreted in 
various way*, i\ defined by us as follows:— 

Freedom is the right to do that which the law' allows. 
This interpretation of the word will at the proper time be 
of service to us, becau.se all freedom will thus be in our 
hands, since the laws will abolish or create only that which 
is desirable for us according to the aforesaid programme. 

We shall deal with the press in the following ways: 
what in the part pluyed by the press of to-day? It serves 
to excite and inflame those passions which arc needed 
for our purpose or else it serves selfish ends of parties. 
It is often vapid, unjust, mendacious, and the majority 
of the public have not the slightest idea what ends the 
press really serves. We shall saddle and bridle it with 
a tight rein: we shall do the same also with all productions 
of the printing press, for where would be the senBe of 
getting rid of the attacks of the press if we remain targets 
for pamphlets and books? The produce of publicity, 
which nowadays is a source of heavy expense 
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owing to the necessity of censoring it, will be turned by 
us into a very lucrative source of income to our State: 
we shall lay on it a special stamp tax and require depo¬ 
sits of caution-moocy before permitting the establish¬ 
ment of any organ of the press or of printing offices: 
these wHl then have to guarantee our government against 
any kind of attack on the part of the press. For any 
attempt to attack us, if such still be possible, we shall 
inflict fines without mercy. Such measures as stamp tax, 
deposit of caution-money and tines secured by these 
deposits, will bring in a huge income to the government. 
It is true that party orgaos might not spare money for the 
sake of publicity, but these we shall shut up at the second 
attack upon us. No one shall with impunity lay a finger 
on the aureole of our government infallibility. The 
pretext for stopping any publication will be the alleged 
plea that it is agitating the public mind without occasion 
or justification. / beg you to note that among those 
making attacks upon us will of so he organs established by 
us, but they will attack exclusively points that ut have pre¬ 
determined to alter . 

Not a single announcement will reach the public with¬ 
out our control. Even now this is already being attained 
by US inasmuch as all news items are received hy a few 
agencies, in whose offices they arc focussed from all parts 
of Che World. Thcve agencies will then be already entirely 
ours and will give publicity only to what we dictate to 
them. 

If already now we have contrived to possess ourselves 
of the minds of the goy communities to such an extent 
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that they all come near looking upon the events of the 
world through the coloured glasses of those spectacles 
we are setting astride their noses; if already now there is 
not a single State where there exist for us any barriers to 
admittance into what goy stupidity calls State secrets: 
what will our position be then, when we shall be acknow¬ 
ledged supreme lords or the world in the person of our 
king of all the world.... 

Let US turn again to th t future of the printing press. 
Everyone desirou* of bring a publisher, librarian, or 
printer, will be obliged to provide himvelf with the dip¬ 
loma instituted therefor, which, in case of any fault, 
will be immediaicly impounded. With much measures 
the instrument of thought will become un educative means 
in the hands of our government, which will no longer allow 
thji+rfiasj of the nation to be led astray in by-ways and 
■' fantasies about the blessings of progress. Is there any one 
of us who does not know that these phantom blessings are 
the direct roads to foolish imaginings which give birth 
to anarchical relations of men among themselves and 
towards authority, because progress, or rather the idea 
of progress, has introduced the conception of every kind 
of emancipation, but has failed to establish its limits... 
All the so-called liberals arc anarchists, if not in fact, at 
any rate in thought. Every one of them is hunting after 
phantoms of freedom, and falling exlcusively into licence, 
that is, into the anarchy of protect for the sake of 
protest... ' 

We turn to the periodical press. We shall impose 
on it, as on all printed matter, stamp taxes per sheet and 
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deposits of caution-money, and books of less than 3fl 
sheets vv.ll pay double. We shall reckon them as pam¬ 
phlets m order, on die one hand, to reduce the number of 
magazines, which are the worst form of printed poison, 
and, on the other, in order that this measure may force 
writers into such length productions that they wiU be 
.t e “Partly as they will He costly. At the same 
lime that we shall publish ourselves to influence mental 
development in the direction laid down for our profit 
Wt, i be chca P ^d will be read voraciously. The tax will 
bring vapid literary amibifions within bound* and the 
liability to penalities will make literary men dependent 
upon us. And if there should be any found who are 
desirous of writing against us. they will not find any 
person eager to print their productions. Before accepting 
any production for publication in print the publisher or 
punter will have to apply to the authorities fo; permission 
to do so Thus we shall know beforehand of all tricks 
preparing against us and shall nullify them hy gening 
ahead with explanations o n the subject treated of. 

Literature and journalism are two of the most im¬ 
portant educative forces, and therefore our government 
will become proprietor of the majority of the journals. 
Th.s W ill neutralise th& injurious influence of the privately- 
owned press and will put us in possession of a tremendous 
influence upon the public mind... .If we give permits 
for ten journals, we shall ourselves found thirty, and so 
on ill the same proportion. This, however, must in 
no wise be suspected by the public. For which reason all 
journals published by us will be in appearance, of the 
most opposite tendencies and opinions, thereby creating 
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confidence in us, and bringing over to us our quite un¬ 
suspicious opponents, who will thus fall into our trap and 
be rendered harmless. 

In the front rank will stand organs of an official 
character. They will always siand guard over our in¬ 
terests, and therefore their influence wiD be comparatively 
insignificant. 

In the second rank will be the semi-official organs, 
whose part it will be to attract the tepid and indifferent. 

In the third .ank we shall set up our own opposition, 
which, to all appearance, in at least one ot' its organs, will 
present what looks like the very antipodes to us. Our 
real opponents at heart will accept this simulated oppo¬ 
sition as their own and will show us their cards. 

All our newspapers will be of all possible com¬ 
pletions—aristorcmlic. republican, revolutionary, even 
anarchical—for so long, of course, as the constitution 

exists_Like the Indian, idol Vishnu, they will have n 

hundred hands, and every one of them will have a finger 
on any one of the public opinions as required. When 
a pulse quickens those bands will lead opinion in (he 
direction of our aims, fur an excited patient loses all 
power of judgment and easily yields in suggestion. Tho^c 
fools who will think they are repeating the opinion of a 
newspaper of their own camp will be repeating nur 
opinion or any opinion that seems desirable for us. la 
the vain belief that they arc following the organ of thetr 
parly they will, in fact follow the flag which we hang out 
for them. 
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In order to direct our newspaper militia in this sense 
we must take especial and minute care in organising this 
matter. Under the title of central department of the 
press we shall institute literary gatherings at which our 
agents will, without attracting attention, issue the orders 
and watchwords of the day. Uy discussing and con¬ 
troverting, but always superficially, without touching the 
esseuce of the matter, our organs will carry on a sham 
fight fusillade with the official newspapers solely for the 
purpose of giving occasion for us to express ourselves 
more fully than could well be done from the outset in 
official announcements whenever, of course, that is to 
our advantage. ' . 

These attacks upon us will also serve another purpose, 
namely, that our subjects will he convinced of the existence 
of full freedom of speech and so give our agents an 
occasion to affirm that all organs which oppose us are 
empty babblers, .since they are incapable of finding any 
substantial objection to our orders 

Method* of organisation like the$c : imperceptible 
to the public eye but absolutely sure, arc the best calculat¬ 
ed to succeed in bringing the attention and the confidence 
of the public to the side of out government. Thanks to 
such methods wc shall be in a position as from time to 
time may be required, to excite or tranquillize the public 
mind on political questions, to persuade or confuse, 
printing nowtmtb, now lies, facts or their contradictions, 
according as they may be well or ill received, always very 
cautiously feeling our ground before stepping upon it... 
We shall have a sure triumph over cur opponents since 
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they will not have at their disposition organs of the press 
in which they can give full and final expression of their 
views, owing to the aforesaid methods of dealing with 
the press. We shall not even need to refute them excep 
very superficially. 

Trial shots like these, fired by us in the third rank 
of our press, in case of need, will be energetically refuted 
by us in our semi-official organs. 

Even nowadays, already, take only the French press, 
tfierc arc forms which reveal Masonic solidarity in acting 
on the watchword: till organs of the press arc bound 
together by professjomil .secrecy; like the augurs of old. 
not one of their number will give away the secret of his 
sources of information unless it be resolved to make 
announcement of them. Not one journalist will venture 
to betray this secret, fur not one of them is ever admitted 
to practise literature unless his whole past has some dis¬ 
graceful sore or other... .These sores would be imme¬ 
diately revealed. So lcn 6 as they remain the secret of a 
Jew, the prestige of the journalist attracts the majority of 
the country - the mob follow after him with enthusiasm. 

Our calculations arc especially extended to the 
provinces, h is indispensable for us to inflame there 
those hopes and impulses with which we could at any 
moment full upon the capital, and we shall represent to 
the capitals that these expressions are the independent 
hopes and impulses of the provinces. Naturally, the 
source of them will be atways one and the same—our*. 
What we need is that, until such time as we are in the 
plenitude of power, the capitals should find themselves 
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stifled by the provincial opinion of the nation, U. t of a 
majority arranged by our agentur. What we need is 
that at the psychological moment the capitals should not 
t*e in a position to discuss an accomplished fact for the 
simple reason, if for no other, that it has been accepted 
by the public opinion of.a majority in the provinces. 

. .. Whrn 11'f arc in the period of the new regime iron- 
sihonal to that of our assumption of full sovereignty ur 
must not admit any revelations by the press of any form of 
public dishonesty; it is necessary that the new regime 
should be thought to have so perfectly contented everybody 

that even criminality has disappeared _Cases of the

The need for daily bread. Question of die 
Political, Qestions of Industry. Amuse* 
ments. People's palaces. "Truth is One" 

The great problems. 

T HE need for daily bread forces ihc goyim to keep 
sileoce and be our humble servants. Agents taken on 
to our press from among the goyim will at our orders dis- 
cus$ anything which «! is inconvenient for us to issue 
directly in official documents, and we, meanwhile, 
quietly amid the din of the discussion so raised, shall 
simply take and carry through such measures as we wish 
and then offer them to the public as an accomplished fact. 
No one will dare to demand the abrogation or a matter 
once settled, ^11 the more so as it will be represented as 
an improvement ...And immediately the press will 
distract the Current of thought towards new questions 
(have we not traiued people always to be seeking some¬ 
thing new?) into the discussions of these new questions 
will throw themselves those of the brainless dispensers 
of fortunes who arc not able even now to understand that 
they have not the remotest conception about the matters 
which they undertake to discuss. Questions of the 
political are unattainable for any save those who have 
guided it already for many ages, the creators. 

From all this you will see that in securing the opinion 
of the mob we are only facilitating the working of our 
machinery, and you may remark that it is not for action 
but for words issued by us on this or that question that 
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WC s«m to seek approval. We are constantly making 
public declaration that we are guided in all our under¬ 
takings by the hope, joined to the conviction, that we are 

serving the common weal. 

In order to distract people who may be too trouble¬ 
some from discussions of questions of the political we 
are now pulling forward what we allege to be new ques¬ 
tions of the political, namely, questions of industry, 
in this sphere let them discuss themselves silly! The 
masses are agreed to remain inactive, to take a rest from 
what they suppose to be political activity (which we 
trained them to in order to use them as means of com¬ 
bating the goy governments) only on condition of being 
lound new employments. in which we are prescribing 
them something that looks like the same political object. 
In order that the masses themselves may not fun's what 
they arc about, i vr further distroct them with amusements, 
* umfS > pastime*, passions. peoples palaces .... Soon 
lie shall begin through the press to propose competitions 
tn art, i n spurt* of aft kind r these interests Will finally 
distract their minds from questions in which we should 
find ourselves compelled to oppose them. Growing more 
and more unaccustomed to reflect and form any opinions 
of their own, people will begin to talk in the same tones 
as wc, because we alone shall be offering them new direc¬ 
tions for thought... of course, through such persons as 
Will not be suspected of solidarity with us. 

The part played by the liberals, utopian dreamers, 
will be finally played out when our government is acknow¬ 
ledged. Till such time they will continue to do us good 
«m<*. Therefore w e shall continue to direct their 
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minds to at] sorts of vain conceptions of fantastic theories, 
new and apparently progressive: for have we not, with 
complete success, turned the brainless heads of the goyim 
with progress, till there is not among the goyim one mind 
able to perceive that under this word lies a departure from 
truth in all cases where it is not a question of material 
inventions, for truth is one. and in it there is no place for 
progress. Progress, like a fallacious idea, serves to 
obscure truth so that none may know it except us, the 
Chosen of God. its guardians. 

When we come ino our kingdom our orators will 
c\pound great problems which have turned humanity 
upside down in order to bring it in the end under our 
beneficent rule. 

H ho wi/I ever suspec t then that oil these peoples h ere 
stage-managed by us according to a political plan which 
no one has so much as guessed at in the course of many 
Centuries!

through whom our same destiny is united with the des- 
tinies of the world. We must, therefore, sweep away all 
other forms of belief, ir this fives birth to the atheist 
whom we see to-day H will not. being only a transitional 
stage, interfere with our views, but will serve as a warnimr 
for those generations which will hearken lo our preach¬ 
ing of the religion of Moses, that, by its stable and tho¬ 
roughly elaborated system has brought all peoples of the 
world into subjection lo us. Therein we shall 
emphasrse its mystical right, on which, as we shall sav. 
all Us educative power is based.. .Then at every 
possible opportunity we shall publish articles in which 
we shall make comparisons between our beneficent 
ride and those of past ages. The blessings of tranquillity 
though it be a tranquillity, forcibly brought about by 
centunes of agitation, will throw into higher relief the 
benefits to which we shall point. The errors of thegoyim 
governments will be depicted by us in the most vivid 
hues. We shall rmplant such an abhorrence of them that 
the peoples will prefer tranquillity in a state of serfdom 
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to those rights of vaunted freedom which have tortured 
humanity and exhausted the very sources of human exist¬ 
ence, sources which have been exploited by a mob of 
rascally adventurers who know not what they do.... 
Unless changes of furnis of government to which we In¬ 
stigated the goyim when we were undermining their state 
structures will have so i rearinl the peoples by that lime 
that they will prefer to suffer anything under us rather than 
run the risk of enduring ogam all the ogilations and Mis¬ 
eries they hare gone through 

At the same time we shall noi omit to emphasise the 
historical mistakes of the goy governments which have 
tormented humanity for so many centuries by their lack 
of understanding of everything ih«i constitutes the true 
good of humanity in their chase after fantastic nehcmcs 
of social blessings, and have never noticed that these 
schemes kept on producing a worse and never a belter 
state of the universal relation* which arc the basis of 
human life.... 

The whole force of our principles and methods will 
lie in the fact that we shall present them and expound them 
as a splendid contrast to the dead and decomposed old 
order of things in social life. 

Our philosophers will discuss all the shortcomings of 
the various beliefs of the goyim. But no one will ever 
bring under discussion our faith from its true point of view 
since this will be fully learned by none save ours, who will 
never dare to betrary its secrets.

n e have created a senseless, filthy, abominable literature.

W HEN wc at la\l definitely come into our klQgdom 
by the aid* of coups d' etat prepared everywhere for 
one and the same day, after the worthlessness of all existing 
forms of government has been definitely acknowledged 
{and not a little time will pass before that comes about, 
perhaps even .1 * nole century) we shall slay without 
mercy all who take arms (in hand) to oppose our coming 
into ouc kingdom. Every kind of new institution of ary- 
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thing like a secret society will aho be punished with death; 
those of them which rrc now in existence, are known to 
us, serve us and have se vi d os, wc shall disband and 
send into exile to continents far removed from Europe. 
In this way we shall proceed with those goy Masons who 
know too much; such of these as we may, for some rea¬ 
son, spare will be kept in constant fear of exile. We 
shall promulgate a law making all former members of 
secret societies liable to exile from Europe as the centre 
of our rule. 

Resolutions of our government will he final, without 
appeal. 

In the goy societies, in which we have planted and 
deeply rooted discord and protestantism, the only 
possible way of restoring order is to employ merciless 
measures that prove the direct force of authority; no 
regard must be paid to the victims who fall, they suffer 
for the well-being of the future. The attainment of that 
well-being, even at the expense of sacrifices, is the duty 
of any kind of government that acknowledges 3 s justi¬ 
fication for its existence not only its privileges but its 
obligations. The principal guarantee of stability of rule 
is to confirm the aureole of power, and this aureole is 
attained only by such a masjstic inflexibility of might as 
shall carry on it* face the emblems of inviolability from 
mystical causes—from the choice of God. Such uus, 
until recent times, the Russian autocracy, the one and 
only serious foe »vc had in the world, without counting the 
papacy. Bear in mind the example when Italy, drenched 
witb blood, never touched a hair of the head of Sulla who 
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had poured forth that Wood, Sulla enjoyed an apo¬ 
theosis for his might in the eyes of the people, though 
they had been torn in pieces by him, but his intrepid 
return to Italy ringed him round with inviolability. 
The people do not lay a finger on him who hypnotises 
them by his daring and strength of mind. 


Meantime, however, until we come into our kingdom, 
wc shall act in the contrary way: we shall create and 
multiply free Masonic Lodges in all the countries of the 
world, absorb into them all who may become or who are 
prominent in public activity. For in these Lodges we shall 
find our principal intelligence office andmeans cl influence. 
All these lodges we shall bring under one central admin¬ 
istration, known to us alone and to all others absolutely 
unknown, which will be composed of our learned elders 
The Lodges will have their representatives w ho will serve 
to screen the above-mentioned administration of Masonry 
and from whom will issue the watchword and programme. 
In these Lodges we shall tie together the knot which binds 
together all revolutionary and liberal elements. Their 
composition will be made up of all strata of society. 
The most secret political plots \t ill be.known to us and w/Jf 
fall under our guiding hands on the \'ery aoy of.their con¬ 
ception. Among the members of these Lodge*.will be 
almost all the agents of international amf national police, 
xince their service is for us irreplaceable in the respect 
that the police is in a position not only to use iu own 
particular measures with the insubordinate, but also to 
screen our activities and.provide pretexts for dicoirtttlt#, 
et cetera. 
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.. The class of people who most willingly enter into 
secret societies are those who live by their wits, careerists, 
jod in general people, mostly light-minded, with whom we 
shall have nc difficulty in dealing and in using 
to wind up the mechanism of the machine devised by us. 
If this world grown agitated the meaning of that will be 
thaL we have had to stir it up in order to break up its too 
great solidarity. But if there should arise In its midst a 
plot, then at the head of that phi will t>e no other than one 
of our most trusted servants. Jl is natural that wc and no 
other should lead Masonic activities, for wc know whither 
we arc leading, we know the final goal of every form of 
activity whereas the goyim have knowledge of nothing, 
not even of the immediate effect of action; they put be¬ 
fore themselves, usually, the momentary reckoning of the 
satisfaction of their self-opinion in the accomplishment 
of their thought without even remarking that the very 
conception never belonged to iheir initiative hut to our 
instigation of their thought. 

The geyim enter the Lodges out of curiosity or in the 
hope by their means to get a nibble at the public pie. and 
some of them in order to obtoin a hearing before the 
public for their impracticable and groundless fantasies: 
they thirst for the emotion of success and applause, of 
which we are remarkably generous. And the reason why 
we give them this success is to make use of the high con¬ 
ceit of themselves to which it gives birth, for that insen¬ 
sibly disposes them to assimilate our suggestions without 
being on their guard against them in the fullness of their 
«nfidence that it is their own Infallibility which is giving 
utterance to their own thoughts and that it is impossible 
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for them to borrow those of others.You cannot 

imagine to what extent the wisest of the goyim can be 
brought to a state of unconscious naivete in the presence 
of this condition of high conceit of themselves, and at the 
same time how easy it is to take the heart out of them by 
the slightest ill-success, though it be nothing more than 
the stoppage of the applause they had, and to reduce them 
to a slavish submission for the sake of winning a renewal 

of success.By so much as ours disregard success 

if only they can carry through their plans, by so much 
the goyim are willing to sacrifice 3 nv plans only to have 
success. This psychology of theirs materially facilitates 
for us the task of setting them in the required direction. 
These tigers in appearance ha*e the souls of sheep and 
the wind blows freely through their heads. We have set 
them on the hobby-horse of an idea about the absorption 

of individuality by the symbolic unit of collectivism. 

They have never yet and they never will have the sense 
to reflect that this hobby-hoise is a manifest violation of 
the most importune law of nature, which has established 
from the very creation oftlie woild one unit unlike another 
and precisely for the purpose of instituting individual¬ 
ity. 

If we have hecn able to bring them to such a pitch of 
stupid blindness is it not a proof and amazingly clear proof 
of the degree to which the mind of the goyim is undeve¬ 
loped in comparison with our mind? This it is, mainly, 
which guarantees our success. 

And how far-seeing were our learned elders in ancient 
times when they said that to attain a serious end it behoves 
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not to stop at any means or to count the vicltms sacrificed 
for the sake of that end... .We have not counted the 
victims of the seed of the goy cal lie, though we have 
sacrificed many of our own, bui for that we have now 
already given them such a position on the earth as they 
could not even have dreamed of. The comparatively 
smaU number* of the victim* from the number of ours 
have preserved our nationality from destruction, 

Deatli i* the inevitable end for all. It is better to 
bring that end nearer to those who hinder our affairs 
than to ourselves, in the founders of this affair. We 
execute Masons ui such wise that none save the brother- 
hood can ever have a xuspiction of it, not even the victims 
themselves of our death sentence, the) all die when required 

as if from a norma! kind of illness .Knowing thin, 

even the brotherhood in its turn dare not protest. By 
such methods wc have plucked out of the midst of 
Masonry the very root of protest against oui disposition. 
While preaching liberalism to the goyira we, at the *ame 
time, keep our own people and our agents in a state of 
unquestioning submission. 

Under our influence the execution of the laws of the 
goyim has been reduced to a minimum. The prestige of 
the law has been exploded by the liberal interpretations 
introduced into this sphere. In the most important and 
fundamental affairs and questions judges decide as we 
dictate to Ihem, see matters in the light wherewith we 
enfold them for the administration of the goyim, of 
course, through persons who are our tools though wc do 
not appear to have anything in common with them—by 
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newspaper opinion or by other means.... Even sena¬ 
tors and the higher administration accept our counsels. 
The purely brute mind of the goyim is incapable of use 
for analysis and observation, and still more for the fore¬ 
seeing whither a certain manner of setting a question may 
tend. 


(n this difference in capacity for thought between the 
goyim and ourselves may be clearly discerned the seal of 
our position as the Chosen People and of our higher 
quality of humanness, in contradistinction to the brute 
mind of the goyim. Their eyes aie open, but see aching 
before them and do not invent (unless, perhaps, material 
things). From this it is plain that Nature herself has 
destined' us to guide and rule the world. 

When comes the time of our overt rule. j|\e time to 
manifest its blessings, we shall remake nil fcgishiu: ?s, all 
our laws will he brief, plain, stable, without any kind of 
interpretations, so that anyone wjli i* in a position to 
know them perfectly. The mam feature which will run 
right through them is submission to orders, and this prin¬ 
ciple will be carried to a grandiose height. Every abuse 
will then disappear in consequence of the responsibility 
of all down to the lowest unit before the higher authority 
of the representative of power. Abuses of power su¬ 
bordinate to this last instance will he so mercilessly 
punished that none will be found anxious to try experiment 
with their own powers. We shall follow up jealously 
every action of the administration on which depends the 
smooth running of the machinery of the State, for slack¬ 
ness in this produces slackness everywhere: not a single 
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case of illegality or abuse of power will be left without 
exemplary punishment. 

Concealment of guilt, connivance between those 
in the service nf the administration -all this kind of evil 
will disappear after the very first examples of severe 
punishment. The aureole of our power demands suitable, 
that is, cruel punishment for the slightest infringement, for 
the sake of gain, of its supreme prestige. The sufferer, 
though his punishment may exceed his fault, will count 
as a soldier falling on the administrative held of battle in 
the interest of authority, principle and law. which do not 
permit that any of tho*c who hold the reins of the public 
coach should turn aside from the public highway to their 
own private paths For example: our judges will know 
that whenever they feel disposed to plume themselves on 
foolish clemency they are violating the law of justice 
which is instituted for the exemplary edification of men 
by penalties for lapse and not for display of the spiritual 

qualities of the judge.Such qualities it is proper 

to show in private life, but not in a public square which 
is the educationary basis of human life. 

Our legal staff will serve not beyond the age of 55, 
firstly, because old men more obstinately hold to preju¬ 
diced opinions and are less capable of submitting to new 
directions, and secondly, because this will give us the 
possibility by this measure of securing elasticity in the 
changing of staff, which will thus the more easily bend 
under our pressure: he who wishes to keep his place will 
have to give blind obedience to deserve it. In general, 
our judges will be elected by us only from among those 
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who thoroughly understand that the part they have to 
play is to punish and apply laws and not dream about the 
manifestations of liberalism at the expense or the educa¬ 
tional scheme of the State, as the goyim in these days 
imagine it to be. This method of shuttling the stall will 
serve also to explode any collective solidarity of those 
in the same service and will bind all to the interests of 
the government upon which their Tate will depend. The 
young generation of judges will be trained in certain 
views regarding the inadmissibility of any abuses that 
might disturb the established order of our subjects among 
themselves. 

In these days the judges of the goyim create indul¬ 
gences to every kind of crimes, not basing a just under¬ 
standing of their office, because the rulers of the present 
age in appointing judges to office take no care to incul¬ 
cate in them a sense of duty and consciousness of the 
matter which is demanded of them. As a brute beast 
lets out its young in scorch of prey, no do the goyim 
give their subjects places of profit without thinking to 
make dear to them for what purpose such place was 
created. This ia the reason why their governments are 
being ruined by their own forces through the acts of 
their own administration. 

. Let us borrow from the example of the results of 
these actions yet another lesson for our government. 

We shall root out liberalism from all the important 
strategic posts of our government on which depends the 
training of subordinates for our State structure. Such 
posts will fall exclusively to those who have been trained 
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^ «s for administrative rule. To the possible objection 
that the retirement of old servants will cost the Treasury 
heavily, I reply, firstly, they will be provided with some 
private service in place of what they lose, and, secondly 
I have to remark that all the money in the world will be 
concentrated m our hands, consequently it i s not our 
government that has to fear expense. 

Our absolutism w,li i„ aU things be logically con- 
secutivc and therefore our supreme will j D each one of 
its decrees wiJi be respected and unquestionably fulfilled; 
tc Will ignore all murmurs, all discontents of every kind 
and will destroy to the root every kind of manifestation 
oJ them in act by punishment of an exemplary character. 

We shall abolish the right of cassation, which will be 
transferred exclusively to our disposals the cognizance 
of him who rules, for wc must not allow the conception 
among the people of a thought that there could be such a 
thing ax a decision that it is not right of judges set up by 
us. Tf, however, anything like this should occur, we shall 
oumelve* cassata the decision, but inflict therewith such 
exemplary punishment on the judge for lack of under- 
standing of his duty and the purposes of his appointment 
as will prevent a repetition of such cases.. ..1 repeat 
that it must he borne in mind that we shall know every 
step of our administration which only needs to be closely 
watched for the people to be content with us, for it haa 
the right to demand from a good government a good 

Our government will have the appearance of a 
patriarchal paternal guardianship on the part of our 
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ruler. Our own nation and our subjects will discern in 
his person a father caring for their every need, their every 
3ct, their every interrelation as subjects one with another, 
as well as their relations to the ruler. They will then be 
so thoroughly imbued with the thought that il is imposs¬ 
ible for them to dispense with this wardship and guidance, 
if they wish to live in peace and quiet, that they will 
acknowledge-the autocracy of our ruler with a devotion 
bordering on Apotheosis, especially when they arc con¬ 
vinced that those whom wc set up do not put their own 
in place of his authority but only blindly execute his dic¬ 
tates. They will be rejoiced that wc have regulated every¬ 
thing in their lives as is done by wise parents who desire 
to retain their children in the cause o!' duty and submission, 
i or the peoples of the world in regard to the secrets of 
our scale are ever through the ages only children under 
age, precisely as are also their governments. 

As you sec, I found our despotism on light and duly; 
the right to compel the execution of duly is the direct 
obligation of a government which is a father for its 
subjects. It has the right of the strong that it may use 
it for the benefit of directing humaniry towards that order 
which is defined by nature, namely, submission. Every¬ 
thing in the world is in a state of submission, if not to 
man, then to circumstances or its own inner character, 
in all cases, to what is stronger. And so shall we be this 
something stronger for the sake of good. 

We are obliged without hesitation to sacrifice indi¬ 
viduals, who commit a breach of established order, for 
in exemplary punishment of evil lies a great educational 
problem. 
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When the King of Israel sets upon his sacred head 
the crown offered him by Europe he will become patriarch 
of the world. The indispensable victims offered by him 
in consequence of their suitability will never reach the 
number of victims offered in the course of centuries by 
the mania of magnificence, the emulation between the 
goy governments. 

Our King will be in constant communion with the 
peoples, making to them from the tribune speeches which 
fume will in that same hour distribute over all the world 
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XVI 

Emasculation of the universities. Substitute 
for classicism. Training and calling. Adver¬ 
tisements of authority of “the ruler" in the 
schools. Abolition of freedom of instruction. 

Nw Theories. Independence of thought. 
Teaching by object lessons. 

TN order l<> effect the destruction of all collective 
-^forces except ours we shall emasculate the first stage of 
collectivism—the universities, by re-cducating them in a 
new direction. Their officials and professors will be 
prepared for their business b> detailed secret programmes 
of action from which they will not with immunity diverse, 
not by one iota. They will be appointed with special 
precaution, and will be SO placed as to be wholly depen¬ 
dent upon the Government.. 

We shall exclude from the course of instruction State 
Low as also all that concerns the political question. 
These subjects will be taught to a fe y dcrens of persons 
chosen for their prominent capacities from among the 
number of the initiated. The universities must no longer 
send out from their halls milksops concocting plans for 
a constitution, like a comedy or a tragedy, busying 
themselves with questions of policy in which event their 
own falhcrs never bad any power of thought. 

The ilUguidcd acquaintance of a large number of 
persons With questions of stale creates utopian dreamers 
and bad subjects, as you can see for yourselves from the 
example of the universe! education in this direction of the 
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aoyiin. Wc must introduce into thdr education all those 
principles which have so brilliantly broken up their order. 
But when we arc in power we shall remove every kind of 
disturbing subject from the course of education aod shall 
make out of the youth obedient children of authority, 
loving him who rules as the support and hope of peace and 
lquiet. 

Classicism, as also any form of study of ancient 
history, in which there are more bad than good examples, 
we shall replace with the study of the programme of the 
future. Wc shall erase from the memory of men all 
facts of previous centuries which arc undesirable to us, 
«ud leave only those which <ftpict all the errors of the 
government of the goyim. The study of practical life, 
*>f the obligations of order, of the relations of the people 
one to another, of avoiding bad and selfish examples, 
which spread the infection of evil, and simitar questions 
of an educative nature, will stand in the forefront of the 
teaching programme, which will be drawn up on a separate 
plan for each calling or state of life, in no wise generalis¬ 
ing the teaching. This treatment of the question has 
special importance. 

Each stale of life must be trained within Strict limits 
corresponding to its destination and work in life. The 
occasional genius has always managed and always will 
manage to slip through into other states of life, but it is 
the most perfect folly for the sake of this rare occasional 
genius to let through into ranks foreign to them the un¬ 
tainted who thus rob of tbeir places those who belong 
to those ranks by birth or employment. You know 
yourselves in what all this has ended for the goyim who 
allowed this crying absurdity. 
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In order that he who rules may be seated firmly in 
the hearts and minds of his subjects it is necessary for the 
time of his activity to instruct the whole nation in the 
schools and on the market places about his meaning and 
his acts and all his beneficent initiatives. 

w* shall abolish every kind of freedom of inurucUoo 
learners of all ages will have (he righl to assemble together 
with their parents in the educational establishments as it 
were in a dub: during these assemblies, on holidays, 
teachers will read what will pass as free lectures on ques¬ 
tions of human relations, of the laws of examples, of/he 
limitations which are bom of unconscious relations, and. 
finally, of the philosophy of new theories not yet declared 
to the world. These theories will be raised hy us to the 
stage or a dogma or faith as a transition*! Mage towards 
our faith. On the completion of this exposition of our 
programme of action in the present and the future I will 
read you the principles of these theories. 

In a word, knowing by the experience of many cen¬ 
turies that people live and arc guided by ideas, that these 
ideas arc imhibed by people only by the aid of education 
provided with equal success for all ages of grow th, but 
of course, by varying methods, we shall swallow' up and 
confiscate to our own use the last scintilla of independence 
Of thought Which wc have for long past been directing 
towards subjects and ideas useful for us. The system of 
bndJing thought is already at work in the so-called system 
of teaching by object lessons, the purpose of which is 
to turn the goyim into unthinking submissive brutes 
wamng for thing to be presented before their eyes in 

order to form ao idea of them.I n France, one of 

our best agents. Bourgeois, has already made public 
a new programme of teaching by object lessors. 
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XVII

Now to fight the existing Church. Function 
of contemporary press.

ITIHL pract.ee of advocacy produces man cold, cruef, 
A persistent, unprincipled, who in all cases lukc up an 
impersonal, purely legal standpoint. They have the 
inveterate habit to refer everything to its value for the 
defence and not lo the public welfare of its results. They 
do not usually decline lo undertake any defence whatever, 
they strive for an acquittal at all costs, cavilling over 
every petty cru* of jurisprudence and thereby they dem¬ 
oralise justice I or this reason we shall .set this profes¬ 
sion into narrow frames which will keep it inside this 
sphere of executive public service. Advocates, equally 
with judges, will be deprived of the light of communica¬ 
tion with litigants; they will receive business only from the 
court and will study it by notes of report and document*, 
defending their clients after they have been interrogated 
in court on facts that have appeared. They will receive 
an honorarium without regard to the quality of the 
defence. This will render them mere reporters on law- 
busioess in the interests of justice and as counterpoise 
to the protector who will be the reporter in the inter¬ 
ests of prosecution; this will shorten business before the 
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courts. In this ’way will be established a practice of 
honest unprejudiced defence conducted not from per¬ 
sonal interest but by conviction. This will also, by 
the way, remove the present practice of corrupt bargain 

between advocates to agree only to let that side win 
which pays most. 

Wt have long past taken care 10 discredit the priest¬ 
hood of the goyim, and thereby to ruin their mission on 
earth, n hick in these days might still be a great hindrance 
io us. Day by day its influence on the peoples of the world 
Ss falling lower. Freedom of conscience has been declared 
everywhere, so that now only years Jntde us from the 
moment of the complete wrecking of that Christian reh 
£ion. As to other religions. Me shall hare still less diffb 
culty in dealing with them, hut It would be premature to 
xpeak of this now We shall set clericalism and clericals 
into such narrow frames as to make their influence move 
in retrogressive proportion lo its former progress. 

When the time rentes finally to destroy the papal 
Court the finger of an invisible hand will point the nations 
touwds this court. When, however, the nations fling 
themselves upon ft, we shall come forward in the guise of 
its defenders as If to save excessive bloodshed. By this 
diversion we shall penetrate to its very bowels and be sure 
we shall never come out again until we have gnawed through 
She entire strength of this place. 

The King of the Jews h iff be the real Pope of the 
Universe, the patriarch of an international Church. 

But, in the meantime, while we are re-educating youth 
in new traditional religions and afterwards in ours, we sha!' 
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not overtly lay a finger on existing churches, but we shall 

fight against them by criticism calculated to produce 
schism . 

In general, then, our contemporary press will con¬ 
tinue to criticise State affairs, religions, incapacities of the 
goyim, always using the most unprincipled expression* 
in order by every means to lower their prestige in the 
manner which can only be practised by the genius of our 


Our kingdom will be on apologia of the divinity 
Viafinn, in whom is found tu personification—in our 
hundred hands will he, one in each, the springs of the 
machinery of Social life. We shall see everything without 
the aid of ofiicial police which, in that scope of its right 
which we elaborated for the use of the goyim. hinder* 
governments from seetog. In our programme one-third 
of our subjects will keep the rest under observation from 
a sense of duty, on the principle of volunteer service to 
the State. It will then be no disgrace to be a spy and 
informer, but merit: unfounded denunciations, however, 
will be cruelly punished that ihere may be no development 
of abuses of this right. 

Our agents will be taken from the higher as wdl as 
the lower ranks of society, from among the administrative 
cla&s who spend their time in amusements, editor*, 
printer* and publisher*, bookseller*, clerks, and sales¬ 
men, workmen, coachmen, lackey*, ft cetera. This 
body, having no rights and not being empowered to take 
•ny action on their own account, and conset*ue«Jy a 
police without any power, will only witness and report 
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Verification of their reports and wrest! will depend upon 
a responsible group of controllers of police affairs, while 
the actual act of arrest will be performed by the gen¬ 
darmerie and the municipal police. Any persons nor 
denouncing anything seen or heard concerning persons 
of stale Will also be charged with and made responsible 
for concealment, if it be proved that he is guilty of this 


Just as nowadays out brethren are obliged at their 
own nsk to denounce to the kabal aposta.es or their own 
amrly or members who have been noticed doing anything 
opposition to the kubal, so in our kingdom over .11 the- 
world „ will be obligatory for all our subjects to obecrv* 
the duty of service tu the State in this direction.

W HEN it becomes necessary for us to strengthen the 
strict measures of sccTct defence (the most fatal poison 
for the prestige of authority) we shall arrange a simulation 
of disorders or some manifestation of discontents finding 
expression through the co-operation of good speakers. 
Round these speakers will assemble all who are sympa* 
Thetic to his Utterances. This will give us the pretext for 
domiciliary perquisitions and surveillance on the part 
of our servants from among the number of the goyin* 
police— 

As the majority of conspirators act out of love for Um 
game, for the sake of talking, so, until they commit some 
overt act we shall not lay a finger on them but only intro¬ 
duce into their midst observation elements.It must 

be remembered that the prestige of authority is lessened 
if it frequently discovers conspiracies against itself: 
this implies a presumption of consciousness of weakness, 
or, what is still worse, injustice. You are aware that we 
have broken the prestige of the goy kings by frequent 
attempts upon their lives through our agents, blind sheep 
of our flock, who are easily moved by a few liberal phrases 
to crimes provided only they be painted in political 
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colours. We have compelled the rulers to acknowledge 
their weakness ia advertising overt measures of secret 
defence and thereby we shall bring authority to destruc¬ 
tion. 

Our ruler will be secretly protected only by the most 
insignificant guard, because we shall not admit so much 
as a thought that there would exist against him any sedition 
with which he is not strong enough to contend and 
is compelled to hide from it. 

If we should admit this thought, as the goyim have 
done and are doiog, we should ipso facto be signing A 
death sentence if not for our ruler, at any rate for his 
dynasty at no distant date. 

According to strictly enforced outward appearances 
our ruler will employ his power only for the advantage 
of the nation and in no wise for his own or dynastic profits. 
Therefore, with the observance of this decorum, hifl 
authority will be respected and guarded by the subjects 
themselves, it will receive an apotheosis in the admission 
that with it rs bound up the well-being of every citizen of 
the State, for upon it will depend all order in the common 
life of the pack. 

Overt defence of the kind argues weakness in the 
organisation of his strength. 

Our ruler will always among the people be surrounded 
by a mob of apparently curious men and women, who 
will occupy the front ranks about him, to all appearance 
by chance, and will restrain the ranks of the rest out of 
respect as it will appear for good order. This will sow 
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an example of restraint also in others re a

Die moat difficult, the crowning and the decisive point of 
our plana Before entering upon it I will remind you 
that 1 have already spoken tefoie by way of a hint when 
l Said that the sum total of our actions is settled by the 
question of figures 

When wc come into our kingdom our autocratic 
government will avoid, from a principle of self-preserva¬ 
tion, stupidly burdening the masses of the people with 
taxes, remembering that it plays the part of father and 
protector. But us State organisation is costly, it i$ neces¬ 
sary, nevertheless, to obtain the funds required for it. 
It will, therefore, elaborate with particular precaution 
Jhe question of equilibrium in this matter. 

Our rule, in which the king will enjoy the legal fk> 
Uoo lliat everything in his state belongs to him (which 
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may easily be translated into fact), will be enabled to 
resort to the lawful confiscation of all sums of every kind 
for the regulation Of their circulation in the Staid. From 
this follows that taxation will best be covered by a pro¬ 
gressive tax on property'. In this manner the dues will be 
paid without straining or ruining anybody in the form of 
a percentage of the amount of property. The rich 
must be aware that it is their duty to place a part of their 
superfluities at the disposal of the State sinoe the State 
guarantees them security of possession of the rest of their 
property and the rights of honest gains. I say honest, 
for the Control over property will do away with robbery 
on a legal basis. 

This social reform must come from above, for the 
time is ripe for it—it is indispensable as a pledge of 
peace. 

The tax upon the poor man is a seed of revolution 
and works to the detriment of the State which in hunting 
after the trifling is missing the big. Quite apart from this, 
a tax on capitalists diminishes the growth of wealth in 
private hands in which we’have in these days concen¬ 
trated it as a counterpoise to the government strength of 
the goyim—their State finances. 

A tax increasing in a percentage ratio to capital will 
give a much larger revenue than the present individual 
or property tax, which is useful to us now for the sole 
reason lhat it excites trouble and discontent among the 
goyim. 

The force upon which our king will rest consists in 
the equilibrium and the guarantee of peace, for the sake 
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of which things it is indispensable that the capitalists 
should yield up a portion of their incomes for the salce 
of the secure working of the machinery of the State. 
State needs must be paid by those who will not feel the 
burden and have enough to take from. 

4 

Such a measure will destroy the hatred of the poor 
man for the rich, in whom he will see a neccsvary financial 
support for the State, will see in him the organiser of 
peace and .well-being since he will see that it is the rich 
man who is paying the necessary means to attain these 
things. 

Tn order that payers of the educated classes should 
not too much distress themselves over the new payments 
they will have full accounts given them of the destination 
of those payments, with the exception of such sums a* 
will be appropriated for the needs of the throne and the 
administrative institutions. 

He whu reigns will not have any properties of his own 
once all in the State represents his patrimony, or else the 
one would be in contradiction to the other; the fact of 
holding private means would destroy the right of property 
io the common possession of all. 

Relatives of him who reigns, his heirs excepted, who 
will be maintained by the resources of the State, must 
enter the ranks of servants of the State or must work to 
obtain the right to property ; the privilege of royal blood 
must aot serve for the spoiling of the treasury. 

Purchase, receipt of money or inheritance will bo 
subject to (he payment of a stamp progressive tax. Any 
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transfer of properly, whether money or other, without 
evidence of payment of this tax, which will be strictly 
registered by names, will render the former holder liable 
lo pay interest on the tax from the moment of transfer 
of these sums up lo the discovery of his evasion of 
declaration of the transfer. Transfer documents must 
be presented weekly at the local treasury office with noti¬ 
fications of the name, surname and permanent place of 
residence of the former and the new holder of the property. 
This transfer with register of names must begin from a 
definite sum which exceeds the ordinary expenses of 
buying and scaling of necessaries, and these will be subject 
to payment only by a stamp impost uf a definite percen¬ 
tage of the unit. 

Just strike an estimate of how many times Such taxes 
as these will cover the revenue of the goyim States. 

The State exchequer will have to maintain a definite 
complement of reserve sums, and all that is collected above 
that complement must be returned into circulation. On 
these sums will be organised public works. The initiative 
In works of this kind, proceeding from State sources, 
will bind the working cla-ss firmly to the interest of the 
State and to those who reign. - From these same sums 
also a part will be set aside as rewards of inventiveness 
and productiveness. 

On no account should so much as single unit above 
the definite and freely estimated sums be retained in the 
State treasuries, for money exists to be circulated and 
any kind of stagnation of money acts ruinously on the 
running of the State machinery, for which it is the lubri- 
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rant; a stagnation of the lubricant may stop the regular 
working of the mechanism. 

The substitution of interest-bearing paper for a part 
or the token of exchange has produced exactly this 
stagnation. The consequences of this circumstance are 
already sufficiently noticeable. 

A court of account will also be instituted by us, 
and in it the ruler will find at any moment a lull accounting 
for State income and expenditure, with the exception of 
the current monthly account, not yet made up, and that of 
the preceding month, which will not yet have been deli¬ 
vered. 

The one and only person who will have no interest 
in robbing the State i\ its owner, the ruler. This is why 
his personal control will remove the possibility ot leakages 
or extravagances. 

The representative function of the ruler at receptions 
for the sake of etiquette, which absorbs so much invalu¬ 
able lime, will be abolished m order that the ruler may 
have time for control and consideration. Hi* power will 
not then be split up into fractional parts among time¬ 
serving favourites who surround the throne for its pomp 
and splendour, and arc interested only in their owu and 
not in the common interests of the State. 

Economic crises have been produced by us for the 
goyim by no other means than the withdrawal of money 
from circulation. Huge capitals have stagnated with¬ 
drawing money from States, which were constantly ofc* 
g:d to apply to those same stagnant capitals for loans. 
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These loans burdened the finances of the State with the 
payment of interest and made them the bond slaves of 

these capitals_The concentration of industry in the 

hands of capitalists out of the hands of small masters 
has drained away all the juices of the peoples and with 
them also of the Stales. 

The present issue of money in general does not 
correspond, with the requirements per head, and cannot, 
therefore, satisfy all the needs of the workers. The issue 
of money ought to correspond with the growth of popu¬ 
lation and thereby children also must absolutely be 
reckoned as consumer* of currency from the day of their 
birth. The revision of issue is a material question for the 
whole world. 

You are aware that the gold standard has been the 
ruin of the States which adopted It, for H has not been 
able to satisfy the demands for money, the more so that lie 
hove removed gold from circulation as far as possible. 

With us the vlundurd (hat must be introduced is the 
coat of working-man power, whether it be reckoned in 
paper or in wood. We shall make the issue of money 
in accordance with the normal requirements of each sub¬ 
ject, adding to the quantity with every birth and sub¬ 
tracting with every death. 

The accounts will be managed by each department 
(the French administrative division), each circle. 

In order that there may be no delays in the paying 
out of money for State needs the sums and terms of such 
payments will be fixed by decree of the ruler; this will do 
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away with the protection by a ministry of one institution 
to the detriment of another. 

The reforms projected by us in the financial institu¬ 
tions and principles of the goyim will be clothed by us 
in such forms as will alarm nobody. We shall point out 
the necessity of reforms in consequence of the disorderly 
darkness into which the goyim by their irregularities 
have plunged the finances. The first irregularity, as wc 
shall point out, consists in their heginning with drawing 
up a single budget which year after year grows owing to 
the following causes: this budget is dragged out to half 
the year, then they demand u budget to pul things right, 
unit this they expend in three months, after which they 
ask for a supplementary budget, and all this ends with ;t 
liquidation budget. But. os the budget of the following 
year Is drawu up in accordance with the sum of the total 
addition, the annual departure from the normal rc.\ches 
as much as 50 per cent, in a year, and so the annual 
budget is trebled in ten years. Thanks to such methods, 

allowed by the carelessness of the goy Stales, their trea¬ 
suries arc empty. The period of loans supervenes and 
that has swallowed up remainders and brought all the 
goy States tu bankruptcy. 

You understand perfectly that economic arrange¬ 
ments of this kind, which have been suggested to the goyim 
by us, cannot be carried on by us. 

Every kind of loan proves infirmity in the State 
and a want of understanding of the rights of the State. 
Loans hang like a sword of Democles over the heads of 
rulers, who, instead of taking from their subjects by a 
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temporary (ax, come begging with outstretched palm of 
our bankers. Foreign loans are leeches which there is 
no possillity of removing from the body of che State 
until they fall off by themselves or the Stale flings them 
off. But the goy States do not tear them off; they gu on 
in persisting in putting more on to themselves so that 
they must inevitably perish drained by voluntary blood 
letting. 

What also indeed is. in substance, a loan, especially 
a foreign loan? A loan is-an issue of government bill 
of exchange containing a percentage obligation com¬ 
mensurate to the sum of the loan capital. If the loan 
bears a charge of 5 per cent., then in twenty years the 
State vainly pays away in interest a sum equal to the loan 
borrowed, in forty years it is paying a double sum. in 
sixty treble—and all the while the debt remains an unpaid 

debt. 

From this calculation it is obvious that with any 
form of taxation per head the State is baling out the last 
coppers of the poor taxpayers in order to settle accounts 
with wealthy foreigners, from whom it lus borrowed 
money instead ur collecting these coppers for its own 
needs without the additional interest. 

So long as loan* were internal the goyim only shuffled 
their money from the pockets of the poor to those of the 
rich, but when we bought up the necessary person in order 
to transfer loans into the external sphere all the wealth 
of States flowed into our cash-boxes and all the guyim 
began to pay us the tribute of subjects. 
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Jf Che superficiality of g 0y kings on thier thrones in 
regard to State affairs and fhe venality of ministers or the 
want of understanding 0 f fi„ anc , a | maUcn . on lhe parl nf 

other ruling persons have made their countries debtors 
to our treasuries to amounts quite impossible to pas it 
lias not been accomplished without on our part heavy 
expenditure of trouble and money. 

Stagnation of money will not be allowed by us and 
therefore there will be no State interest-bearing paper, 
except a one-percent, series, so that there will be no 
payment of inters to leeches that sack all the strength 
out of i he State. I he right to issue interest-bearing paper 
. ! bc p,ven e * du *Jvely to industrial companies who will 
hnd no difficulty in paying out of profits, whereas the 
State docs not make mteiot on borrowed money like 
these companies, for the State borrows to spend and not 
to use in operations. 

Industrial papers will be bought also by the govern¬ 
ment which from being as now a payer of tribute by loan 
operations will be transformed into a lender of money at 
a profit. This measure will slop the Agnation of money, 
parasitic profits and idleness, all of which were useful for 
us among the goyim so long as they were independent 
but are not desirable under our rule. 

How dear is the undeveloped power of thought of 
t e purely brute brams of the goyim, as expressed in the 
fact that they have been borrowing from us with pavnwnt 
of interest without ever thinking that all the same these 
very moneys, plus an addition for payment of interest, 
must be got by them from their own State pockets in order 
to settle up with us. What could have been simpler 
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than to take the money they wanted from their owa 
people'.' 

But it is a proof of the genius of our chosen mind 
that we have contrived to present the matter of loans to 
them in such a light that they have even seen in them an 
advantage for themselves. 

Our accounts, which we shall present when the time 
comes in ihe light of centuries of experience gained by 
experiments made by us on the goy States, will be dis¬ 
tinguished by clearness and definiteness and will show 
at a glance to all men the advantage of our innovations. 
They will put an end to those abuses to which we owe 
our mastery over the goyim. but which cannot be allowed 
In our kingdom. 

Wc shall so hedge about our system of accounting 
that neither the ruler nor the most insignificant public 
servant will he in a position to divert even the smaller 
sum from its destination without detection or to direct 
it in another direction except that which will be once 
fixed in a definite plan of action. 

And without a definite plan it is impossible to rule. 
Marching along an undetermined road and with undeter¬ 
mined resources brings to ruin by the way heroes and 
derm-gods. 

The goy rulers, whom we once upon a time advised 
should be distracted from State occupations by represen¬ 
tative receptions, observances ofetiquctte, entertainments, 
were only screens for our rule. The accounts of favourite 
courtiers w ho replaced them in the sphere of affairs were 
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drawn up for them by our ageuts, and every lime gave 
satisfaction lo short-sighted minds by promises that in 
the future economies and improvements were foreseen.... 

Economies from what? From new taxes?-were 

questions that might have been but were not asked by 
those who read our accounts and projects. 

You know to what they have been brought by this 
carelessness, to wbsil a pitch of financial disorder they 
have arrived, notwithstanding the astonishing industry 
of their peoples. 
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Internal loans Debit and taxes. Conversions. 
Bankruptcy. Savings banks and rentes. 
Abolition of money markets. Regula¬ 
tion of industrial values. . 

mO what I reported lo you at the 1*41 meeting I shall 
now add a detailed explanation of internal loans. Of 
foreign loans 1 shall say nothing more, because they have 
fed us with the national moneys of the goyim. but for our 
State there wdi be no foreigners, that is, nothing external. 

We have taken advantage of the venality or adminis¬ 
trators and the slackness of rulers to get our moneys 
twice, Ihrice and more time* over by lending to the goy 
governments moneys which were not all needed by the 
Stales. Could anyone do the like in regard to us?.... 
Therefore, I shall only deal with derails of internal .loan*. 

Stares announce that such a loan is to be concluded 
and open subscriptions for their own bills or exchange, 
thit is. for their interest-baring paper. That they may 
be within the reach of all the price is determined at from 
a hundred to a thousand: and a discount in made for the 
curliest subscribers. Next day, by artificial means, tho 
price of the 19. goes up, alleged reason being that everyone 
is rushing to buy them. In a few day? the treasury safes 
arc, as they say, overflowing, and rhere's more money 
than they can do with fwhy then take it?) The subsecrip- 
tion, it is alleged, covers many times over the issue 
total of the loan; in this lies the whole stage effect—look 
you. they say, whaL confidence is shown in the govern¬ 
ment’s bills of exchange. 
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Bui when the comedy is played ouc there emerges 
the facL that a debit, and an exceedingly burdensome 
debit, has been created. For the payment or interest it 
becomes necessary to have recourse to new loans, which 
do not swallow up but only add to the capital debt. And 
when this credit is exhausted it becomes necessary by 
new taxes to cover, not the loans, but only the interest 
on it. These taxes are a debit employed to cover a debit. 

Later comes the time for conversions, but they 
diminish the payment of interest without covering the 
debt, and beside* they cannot be made without ilae con¬ 
sent of the lenders; on announcing a conversion a pro¬ 
posal is made to return the money to those who are not 
willing to convert their paper. If everybody expressed 
his unwillingness and demanded his money buck, the 
government would be hoist on ihcir own petard and would 
be found insolvent and unable to pay the proposed sums. 
By good luck the subjects of the goy governments, know¬ 
ing about financial affairs, have always preferred losses 
on exchange and diminution of interest to the risk of new 
investments of their moneys, and have thereby many a 
time enabled these governments to throw off their 
shoulders a debit of several millions. 

Nowadays, with external loans, these tricks cannot 
be played by the goyim for they know that we shall 
demand all our moneys back. 

In til is way an acknowledged bankruptcy will best 
prove to the various countries the absence of any means 
between the interests of the peoples and those who rule 
them. 
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I bee you to concentrate your particular attention 
upon (his point and upon the following: nowadays alt 
internal loans are consolidated by so-called flying loans, 
that is. such as have terms of payment more or less near. 
These debts consist or moneys paid into the savings banks 
and reserve funds. If left for long at the disposition of a 
government these funds evaporate in the payment of 
intent on foreign loans, and arc replaced by the deposit 
of equivalent amount rentes. 

And (hcftc lair it is. which patch up all the leaks in 
the Slate treasuries of the aoyini. 

When wc ascend the throne of the world all these 
financial and similar shifts, as being not in accord with 
our interests, will be- swept away so as not to leave a 
trace, as also will be desiroyed all money markets, since 
we >lull not allow the prestige of nur power to be shaken 
by fluctuations of prices set upon our values which we 
shall announce by law m the price which represents 
their lull worth without any possibility of lowering or 
raising. (Raising gi\es the pretext for lowering, which 
indeed was where we made a beginning in relation to 
the values of the gtoyim). 

We shall replace the money markets by. grandiose 
government credit institutions, the object of which will 
be to fix the price of industrial values in accordance with 
government views. These institutions will be in a posi¬ 
tion to fling upon the market five hundred millions of 
industrial paper in one day or to buy up for the same 
amount. In this way all industrial undertakings will come 
into dependence upon us. You may imagine for your¬ 
selves what immense power we shall thereby secure for 
ourselves_

Wc shall contrive to prove that wc arc benefectors who 
have restored to the rent and mangled earth the true good 
and also freedem of the person, and therewith we shall 
enable it to be enjoyed in peace and quiet, with proper 
dicniiy of relations, on the condition, of course, of 
strict observance of the laws established by us. We shall 
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™tc plain therewith that freedom does not consist in 
isstpaimn and ,n the right of unbridled licence any more 
than the dignity and force of a man do not consist in the 
nght for everyone to promulgate destructive principles 
in the nature of freedom of conscience, equality and the 
Me. The freedom of the person in no wise consists in the 
m agnate oneself and others by abominable speeches 
before disorderly mobs, and that true freedom consists ,n 
the •nv.olabdwy 0 f the person who honourably and
